To The People of Newton. 

We now present a perspective sketch 
of the proposed Memorial Hall as pre- 
pared by Messrs. Hartweld & Richard- 
son, architects. It will be seen that we 
have set our standard high, believing 
that the people of Newton will co-operate 
with, and sustain us in an effort to erect 
a Memorial building which shall be in 
every way a credit to the city, and at the 
same time, of practical public value. 

The plan is not published, but on the 
ground floor is a relic room and library, 
a hall 30x45 with ample ante-rooms, 
suitable for the regular meetings of the 
post and other organizations. In the 
basement will bo tbo kitchen and dining 
room. Ou the second floor is the largo 
hall with mezanine floor uuder the stage, 
and all modern appliances capable of 
seating one thousand people. 

In its memorial capacity the |b\tilding 
will perpetuate, first of all, the names of 
those loyal sons of Newton, whefbe lives 
were sacrificed that we might be pre- 
served a nation. These names will oc- 
cupy the speoial place of honor upon the 
memorial tablets. Then will come the 
names of all the other men of Newton, 
who responded so bravely to the call of 
their country in the hour of her distress 
and danger, and lastly there will bo 
preserved in some substantial form tbo 
roll of Charles Ward Post But this is 
only apart. Iu no sense is this building 
to be, solely, a memorial of those who 
actually bore arms. The “spirit of ’61” 
is to be immortalized here. Those who 
went to the front would have fought in 
vain, had it not been for those loyal men 
aud women who so bravely bore the 
burdens of the war at home. In this 
building should hang tho portraits of 
those patriots of Newton, who, during 
tho war so generously gave of their 
time, money aud effort in miuistering to 
the wants of tho soldiers, and iu en- 
couraging and sustaining the Govern- 
ment at Washington. 

There should hang the portrait of 
Rebecca R. Pomroy, the faithful army 
nurse, and of ether women and men too, 
who "left all” to follow tlie army, and 
care for tho wounded aud the sick. 

This building will tell tho story of 
tlioso loyal women of Newton, who so 
bravely buckled on for them the swords 
of husband, of brother, or of son, smiling 
through their tears aud bidding them a 
cheerful good bye, and then, taking up 
tho round of daily duty, with hearts 
weighed dowu with fear and forebod- 
ings, eagerly Becking nows from tho 
army, aud yet scarcely daring to listen , 
every ring at the door making their 
hearts beat quick with approbonsiou of 
disaster, overy face scanued with a piti- 
ful eagerness. 

No monuments are raised to their 
patriotism and valor, aud yet what 
touguo can tell, or what mind can 
measure the price iu sorrow audit) suf- 
fering, whieli was paid by these loyal 
women for the preservation of tho uniou. 
And while their names cannot, porhups, 
be engraved upon the tablets, tins build- 
ing will ever speak of them aud will 
stimulate tlie coming generations to 
equal patriotism. 

We venerate the “spirit of ’76" but in 
the coming ages, the “Spirit ot ’01" will 
receive the greater hduor. For it was 
more unselfish aud as the years go bv, 
and there develops, as there surely w ill, 
a bronder and truer conception of the 
universal brotherhood of man, tlieu upon 
the pages of history will shine, ever 
clearer aud brighter tlie, moral graudeur 
which clothed the federal cause. 

To coming generations this building 
will speak of a "patriotism w hich was 
heroic aud a heroism which wits patri- 
otic.” 

liero will be preserved also one of the 
finest collections of war relics iu the 
country, just purchased by the post iu 
Fredericksburg, Va., ami consisting of 
over 000 articles, illustrating almost 
every phase of actual warfare. 

Among these relics are such as tbs fol- 
lowing: 

Combination dagger aud pistol giveu 
to Mrs. liicks, Fredericksburg, Va., by a 
wounded federal soldier whom she cared j 
for after tlie battle of Fredericksburg. 

Bowie kuife carried by the Louisiana 
ftgera, and with whiob fchei (ought at 
the Stone Bride over Bull Ruu at tho 
first battle of Mauassas. 

One hundred aud thirteen pieces from 
the battlefield of Gettysburg. 

Hat made duriug the war at Gordous- 
burg, Va., sold for $100 to (.’apt. K. L. 
('ooper of a aoufederate battery. There 
are three bullet holes through this hut 
muds wbife ('apt. Cooper w as attempting 
to load bis guu after three gunners bad 
beeu killed, lie was severely wouuded 
by those bullets, but uot killed. To 
this will bo added many articles now in 


the possession of the soldiers of Newton 
or their families. This collection will 
increase in value and interest as the 
years go by, and the fact that there is 
now no suitable place to keep it, is an 
argument for the erection of this build- 
ing. 

Besides these relics it is proposed to 
collect the history of Newton during the 
war period. Several of our citizens who 
were here and active at that time have 
beeu requested to write something of the 
history of those days, and it is expected 
to obtain and preserve in this building, 
some exceedingly interesting and valu- 
able data, which otherwise would be for- 
gotten. 

Many, as yet, unwritten stories of the 
war will be preserved here in manuscript 
form, as they can be prepared from time 
to time by those who took active part in 
the great struggle, and at the public 
camp fires, which will doubtless be held 
here, will be told such stories as cannot 
be found in the published histories of 
the day. 

Not many years louger can these stories 
bo heard. More rapidly every year are 
the old soldiers passing away. The time 
is not far distant when only occasionally 
in this building will come some white 
haired, feeble, old man, who, sitting 
down among the war relics will dream of 
the days when the air was full of the 
sound of drums, and the tramp of 
soldiers, and the gleam ot bayonets and 
waving flags. Or to tbe listening groups 
about him shall tell the story, how, when 
scarcely more than a boy he fought with 
Grant at Fort Donaldson, at Vicksbury 
or betore Richmond. How he rode with 
Sheridan up and down the Shenandoah 
valley, or, upou the lower Mississippi 
had a hand in the most terrific naval 
battle the world ever saw, when Admiral 
Farrigut ran the- guantlet of the Rebel 
forts amid tbe continual roar of twelve 
hundred guns. 

Tbe tongues which can tell these 
stoiies will soon be silent, but the build- 
ing will stand, and with a silent elo- 
quence, mightier than tongue or pen, will 
toll the story of the “spirit of ’61.” 

It will be understood that the post is 
not working for itself alone in this 
enterprise. It is a work of patriotism, a 
building for the benefit and for the use 
of all. A large hall, capable of seating 
one thousand persons, is sadly needed in 
this city, and tb*- securing of such a ball 
is iu itself an object well worthy of 
public support. 

The coming Carnival is the first move 
iu the effort to secure this building, and 
judging by the increasing iutcrest shown 
by tlie public it will be a great success. 
With tbe money realized from tbe fair 
as a nucleus, it is hoped to consummate 
tbe scheme. 

Tbe exact plan of incorporation cannot 
now be decided as tbe post prefer to 
leave that matter for later consideration. 
It is believed that a good income can be 
derived from tbo rental of tlie large ball, 
and also of tbo smaller one for .other 
organizations, and possibly tbe city can 
mako some use of it for which a rental 
could be paid. 

The question of location also cannot 
be decided just uow. The lots of land 
which have been offered at Newtonville 
aud Auburudale, are not considered quite 
central enough to insure tbe most profit- 
able letting of tbe hall. A ipeetiug of 
tbe associate members of tbe post h.is 
been called for tbe purpose of choosing 
a building committee to act with a 
similar committee of tbe post, in the 
erection of the building. 

Thus it will be see that this scheme 
takes the character of a public enter- 
prise, worthy the best effort of all our 
people, and we do not hesitate to ask of 
all their hearty co-operation und as- 
sistance.

THE OHADK CROSSING QUESTION dis- 

cussed in executive session. 

Both braoches of the City government 
met, Monday night. In the board of 
aldermen all the member* were present 
except Alderman Hyde. The mimutes 
were read and approved, and the board 
then went Into executive session, and 
Mayor Hibbard told tho hoard the results 
of his conferences with President Bliss, 
and the question was informally dis- 
cussed. 

It Booms to be settled that the rail 
road company will raise their tracks, 
and build a stone embankment through 
Newton, with bridges for tho streets to 
pass under, and that they intend to be- 
gin work this season, if the company 
and tho citv government can agree. The 
cost of the change is reported to $2,500, 
O00, and Newton’s share will be $250,000, 
if their figures are sound. 

As a result of the executive session 
tho following order was passed: 

Ordered— That his Honor the mayor 
be and ho is hereby authorized and re- 
quested to petition the Generaf Court of 
the Commonwealth for suitable Icgisla 
tion to authorize and enable tho Superior 
Court nnd any commission by said Court 
t o include in proceedings for tho abol- 
ishing of grade crossings, in said New- 
ton. private ways over or across the Bos- 
ton Ar Albany railroad in said Newton, 
or its property, and also any public ways 
at a different level from said railroad as 
if they were all ways across said rail- 
road and at the same level therewith; 
also to authorize and enable said court 
and commission to make provision for 
future crossings of said railroad by new 
streets to be hereafter laid out ns in the 
opinion of said Court aud Commission, 
said city and its futuro growth may re- 
quire. 

STREET RAILWAY. 

The Newton and Boston street Railway 
Co. filed their acceptance of the locatiou 
granted them, and netitioued for license 
to extend their road from Homer street 
through Walnut to Newton Highlands; 
Also from Sumner, through Beacon to 
Cypress street at Newtou Centre, and 
from tho corner of Homer aud Walnut 
streets, on Homer stroet, westerly 
some 300 feet to tho car house to be 
built at that place. 

A public hearing was ordered on their 
petition for Monday evening, March 7th, 
at 8 o’clock, tho samo to bo advertised in 
the Newton papers. 

MORE ELECTION PRECINCTS. 

Orders were passed for the division of 
Wards One, Three and Six into two 
election precincts. 

Ward One will be divided from Pearl 
street, at the Ward Soven line, through 
Pearl to Jewett, through Jewett to tho 
13. A A. railroad, and on the lino of that 
road westerly to Ward Two. Preciuct 
One will be uortli of Pearl street and the 
13. Ac A., and Precinct Two south of 
those lines. On tho north side are 238 
voters and on the south 280 voters. 

Ward Three will be divided by Water- 
town and Washington streets and the 
13. & A. > north of the line to be Precinct 
One and south to be Precinct Two. On 
tho north are 200 voters aud on the south 
397. 

Ward Six will be divided by Beacon 
street, north of the line to bo Precinct 
One and soutli to be Precinct Two. On

"Fiom 
the Black Forest to the Black Sea,” "A

Theatre” and "Old Shipping Merchants 
of New York” are the principal articles 
of the number. 

A few days ago, quite privately and un- 
heralded, Rudyard Kipling married the 
sister of his former collaborator, the 
late Wolcott Balestier, whoso short 
story of Western railroad life entitled 
"Reffev” appears in the February Cen- 
tury. Edward Atkinson has also a care 
ful paper ou "The Australian Registry «»f 
Land Titles,” and the second of the 
series on "The Jews in New York” pre- 
sents an illustrated view of their social 
customs, institutions, clubs and churches.

Progressive thought, impartial liberali- 
ty to new ideas and to old ones marks 
every issue of the Aremi, aud this ot 
February presents a fine array of essay 
and fiction, though chiefly essay. The 
frontispiece is a portrait of Herbert 
Spencer, and William II. Hudson gives a 
careful sketch of the man and his work. 
Mr. ('.uiioron w rites on "Inspiration and 
Heresy” with the radical pen of the 
iconoclast, aud the Rev. E. 13. Howard 
gives the Orthodox Presbyterian idea of 
'.he atonement. Three noteworthy politi- 
cal articles form a basis for the long and 
varied table of contents. 

A most unique inagaziue is the Febru- 
ary Ladies’ Home Journal, entirely made 
up, as it is, in prose, verse and fiction hy 
daughters of famous parentage, some of 
tho , Miiughters”bi‘iiig famed themselves. 
Thirty "daughters” arc represented, each 
by an article, story or poem, and a more 
curious and succeesful innovation iu 
magazine literature has not been made 
for years. The issue is iu every respect 
a surprise, and is a powerful argument 
in behalf of hereditary genius. Haw- 
thorne’s daughter, Mrs. Latlirop, for 
example, has an excellent story; Mildred 
Howells, the novelist’s daughter, writes 
a poem; the daughters of Charles Dick- 
ens, Thackeray aud Horace Greeley all 
write of their famous fathers; President 
Harrison's daughter, Mrs. McKee, sur- 
prises hy writing a very stioug article ou 
"The Training of Cbiluren;” Gladstone’s 
daughter tolls "II jw a Wo mail’s College 
Began” of which she is Vice-Principal;

Snow Tl»i*t Did Not Reach the Ortuind. 

Possibly tho most novel feature of 
two balloon voyages near Denver, ami 
tho one mostly commented upon, was 
the experience of the Eaglo Eyrio 
and its occupants in tho snowstorm. 
Not a flake of the “beautiful” 
dropped in Denver or on the crowds 
of people who gazed on the air 
ship directly above them. Tho sun 
shone brightly and oppressively hot, and 
yet in five minutes after the great gas 
bag bad left the earth it was in a raging 
snowstorm, almost directly over tho 
point where tho balloon was ent from its 
moorings. 

It was blowing a perfect fury, the 
great flakes swirling and flying in Wind- 
ing profusion into tho faces of the voy- 
agers, filling tho basket anil covering 
tho top with a sheet fully three inches 
thick. No such occurence has over been 
recorded in the history of ballooning, 
nnd the chances are not favorable to its 
ever occurring again. But tho space of 
100 feet anil the occupants of the car 
vanished from the glowing sunshine 
into the freezing snow.— Denver Repub- 
lican.

PETITION OF 1.KAD1NO WOOLLEN MAST* 

FACTURKRS IN SUPPORT OF THE 

srilINOKR BILL. 

The Amorican Wool and Cotton 
Reporter hna printed the following 
petition to Congress, by leading woollen 
manufacturers representing tho Wool 
Consumers’ Association, in support of 
tho Springer bill: 

To tho Honorable the Senato and House 

of Keprosentativesof tho United States: 

The Wool Consumers’ Association re- 
spectfully petitions the fifty-second Con- 
gross to chnngo schedule k relating to 
wool and woollens, in tho tnriiT act of 
181M, for tho relief of woollen manufac- 
turers, and for the benefit of all con- 
sumers of woollen fabrics. 

It is, of course, undesirable in general 
to change tariffs frequently, but the gen- 
eral principles of tho act of 1890, as 
applied to wool and woollens, are the 
samo as have been tried unsatisfactorily 
for very many years, except that it ag- 
gravates some of tho worst and most 
oppressive features of former acts in re- 
lation to wool. 

The not has therefore practically been 
tested by tho trials of many years, and 
there is no occasion to test it by longer 
oxporionco. It is not true that tho act, 
in its present form, can work no harm to 
woollen manufacturers. It works tho 
samo injury to tho makors of wooll n 
and worsted cloth that the restrictions 
on tho use of wool always have pro- 
duced; and, in tho caso of tho carpet 
trade, which consumes a very large pro- 
portion of all tho imported wool, it is 
the most oppressive act ever passed. 

Tho wool schedule (K), of the tariff 
act of 1890 offers an exceptional oppor- 
tunity, by amendments making wool freo 
and relatively decreasing both the speci- 
fic and valorem duties on woollen goods, 
to bonoflt immensely the woollen- manu- 
facturers by giving them freo access to 
the supplies of wool of various quali- 
ties, such as all other competing manu- 
facturing countries eujoy, and by reduc- 
ing thus without injury to manufacturers 
the cost of their goods to them aud to 
tho consumers, while leaving sufficient 
protection. With froe raw materials the 
tax on imports of competing goods would 
be almost entirely for tho protection of 
labor- and, as free raw materials would 
greatly increase the consumption, there 
would bo an increased demand for labor. 

Neither is it true that no harm has 
come to consumers by the law of 1890. 
In the first place the increased cost of 
wool, as compared with prices in Europe, 
has forced the use of cotton and other 
adulterants to a groat and unusual ex- 
tont, and, secondly, if woollen goods 
have not advanced they might have beeu 
lower but for the duties on wool. There 
iB no question among manufacturers that 
tho act of 1800 was intended to advanco 
prices, nor that it was well calculated to 
do so to the extent that consumers could 
afford. The almost universal fall in 
prices was caused in very small degree, 
if at all, by the tariff act of 1800. The 
tremendous losses in the Argentine Re- 
public and elsewhere, the failure of the 
Barings, tho distrust caused by silver 
legislation, the low price of cotton in the 
South on accouut of an enormous crop, 
tho failure of crops in the North and 
West prior to 1891, causing dull trade and 
reduced consumption, are tho principal 
causes that brought distress and falling 
prices. 

What those manufacturers and wool 
growers who arranged the wool schodule 
with the intention of increasing prices 
want is, no doubt, to be let alone, so that 
the tariff act may produce, under more 
favorable auspices, the results they ex- 
pected and worked for. But tho rest 
that the public needs is a permanent re- 
lief from taxes which oppress both them 
and manufacturers, which hamper the 
latter, ns every manufacturer admits, and 
which largely increase the cost of wool- 
len goods to the public. 

DOES NOT MEAN FREE TRADE. 

Tho readjustment of tho tariff on the 
basis of froe wool is perfectly aimplo; it 
needs but the removal of the duties on 
wool which were put on to offsot the cost 
of the wool duties. Hero is a great boom 
to every manufacturer of wool and to 
every consumer. It is absurd to say that, 
because the duty is taken off of one arti- 
cle, free traue must follow. Cougress is 
not obliged to adopt free trade because 
tho duty is taken off of wool, any more 
than it was when it made jute or tea or 
coffee or sugar free. 

The growth of the wool manufacture 
lias undoubtedly been great during the 
past thirty years, for the country, with 
its vast natural resources and enormous 
immigration, has increased vastly in 
population and wealth; but the growth 
of the manufacture would be much more 
prosperous and much greater with free 
wool, and its growth and prosperity mean 
larger use of domestic wools aud higher 
prices abroad for all competing wools. 

It is clear from tho statements of the 
National Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers uud from undoubted facts, empha- 
sized by the vast increase in the imports 
of wool since the passnge of the uct of 
1890 and by the falling prices of Ohio 
wool, that this country produces practi- 
cally no carpet wool to supply the de- 
mand for nearly 100, 000, (XX) pounds need- 
ed by the carnet manufacturers, and 
only a part of the clothing uud combing 
wools needed; aud it is further to be 
considered that the use of wool for so- 
called “woollens” would be much larger 
if the restrictions of the wool duties did 
not greatly reduce tho consumption of 
wool uud largely increase the use of 
shoddy and cottar in so-called woollen 
goods. And this is the case after u long 
series of years of high dutios on wool. 

In the theory of the “new protection,” 
it is laid down as a principle that “the 
necessities entering into tho duily life of 
tho mass of the people which wo cannot 
economically produce should bo made 
froe.” On tins principle wool should 
cortuiuly bo made free. It is a most im- 
portant article for all the people. It is 
produced iu this country in inadequate 
quantities, and not in tho necessary 
varieties und qualities. Some indispens- 
able grades cun be produced in this 
country only under conditions unfavor- 
able us compared with those of other 
countries. High duties for a quarter of 
a ceutury have failed to produce any car- 
pet wool iu this uouutry and have also 
failed to produoo an udequato supply of 
tho wools needed for tho woollen aud 
worsted manufacture. 

Aud us wool oau be made freo with a 
large reduction iu cost of goods und with 


very little disturbance of trade or of 
interference with sufficient protection, it 
is only reasonable that tho changes sug- 
gested in schedule K, of the act of IHtH), 
should ho made for tho honellt of the 
whole people.

Free Trade With Canada. 

NonaLor Sherman has not abandoned 
his advocacy of reciprocal trade relations 
betwocn this country and Canada. Ac- 
cording to our Washington correspond- 
ence, published Friday, Mr. Sherman, 
being waitod upon by some of tho Cana- 
da commissioners, now at Washington, 
assured them “that ho had given much 
t hought to tho subject, and during the 
last Congress ho had introduced resolu- 
tions in tho Senate looking to reciprocity 
with Canada or the establishment of 
free-trade relations botween that country 
and the United States. IIo said ho still 
believed it would be for tho best Interests 
of both if some satisfactory arrange- 
ment for tho freo exchango of tho prin- 
cipal products of each without tax or 
tai iff could bo bad.” 

Ah Senator Sherman declares, it 
would bo for tho best interests of both 
Canada and tho United States if there 
could be a “froe exchango of the prin- 
cipal products of each without tax or 
tariff.,’ What prevents this advantage- 
ous consummation but political exigen- 
cies? Amorican and Canadian politi- 
cians block tho way of a policy which 
would confer lasting boueffts upon Bos- 
ton aud New England, elevating this 
city to a position of commercial suprem- 
acy it can acquire in no othei' way. One 
would think that Massachusetts legisla- 
tors would be instant and untiring in 
pressing this subject upon the consid- 
eration of Congress. But wo forgot. 
Massachusetts is exuected to speak with 
bated breath against measures threaten- 
ing our own industrial prosperity, and 
stand ready tofl sacrifice it at the call of 
other States. 

The commercial associations Boston 
has within its borders cannot expend 
their energies and time in furtherance of 
any object which would be so conducive 
to the growth of this city as tho estab- 
lishment of untrammelled trade with 
Canada. Far-seeing Bostonians perceive 
and acknowledge this fact. 


The Orgau of the Protective Tariff 
League in its short tariff sermons states 
without blushing that “our workmen 
receive nearly all the benefit derived 
from protection,” and then says that the 
American farm laborer gots $20 a month 
while the English farm laborer gets but 
$8.50. As the American farm laborer 
is not protected in any way, tho Econo- 
mist ought to explain why he gets higher 
wages. In tho Pennsylvania coal mines, 
on the other hand, the protected laborers 
receive such low wages that only the 
lowest class of foreigners can bo iuduced 
to work there. If tho laborers receive 
“nearly all the benefit derived from pro- 
tection,” where do these starving miners 
come in? The Economist ought really 
not to style its fictions “Sermons,” as 
the first requisite of a sermon is that it 
shall be truthful. 


PAWNED THE CANNONS. 


HOW ONE OF KING KALAKUA*S SHIPS 
OCT HOME AGAIN. 

Remiuiscences of life in the Southern 
seas were being told by a number of ac- 
quaintances who were stopping at tho 
Occidental, says the Seattle Press-Times. 
They wero all commercial travellers, and 
two of them had been to the islands. 

“Old King Kalakaua’s ambition to own 
a navy,” said Frauk Albrecht, “ended iu 
oue of the best bits of international 
comedy I ever heard of. I think the 
story, which is perfectly true, is not 
generally known, and I have novel- seen 
it in print. 

“For yoars the gonial old barbariau 
had gazed upon the greatnoss of the 
navies of other nations and cherished 
tho desire to be represented aud have the 
dignity of his kingdom sustained by a 
real armed cruiser. 

“The more he saw of the warships of 
other nations lyiug in his own harbor the 
more it preyed on his mind. At last the 
happy day came when lie saved enough, 
notwithstanding tho efforts of the cabinet 
officers, who tried to tempt him to play 
freeze out and other games of hazard, to 
buy a navy for his beloved government. 
He had already selected the vessel he 
was to buy. 

“It was tho American ship Ethan 
Allen, a serviceable craft, bought of 
Americans and armed with four 10- 
pounders. 

“Then Kalakaua conceived an idea of 
reciprocity with Samoa, tho uearest 
neighboring group whoso dignity ap- 
proached that of Hawaii. 

One tine day the Hawaiian navy sailed 
off ou its mission, uud in timo reached 
tho harbor of Apia. Tho llag of tho 
sugar islauds was a pretty sight to the 
commander of the vessel, and tho gor- 
geous man-o’-war’ drove the Samoatis 
nearly wild with envy. 

“A brass band, made up of Kanakas, 
played the national autheni every night 
for “lights out,” aud every day tho 
dusky crew strutted along the beaeh aud 
looked disdainfully at the poor uutives of 
Apia. 

“After a while the stores ran low, aud 
the Hawaiian navy was still 2000 miles 
from home. The commuudor wont to 
the merchants of Apia, aud ordered a 
store of salt horse aud suu bread. They 
wanted their pay in advance. The naval 
officer told them with considerable digni- 
ty to charge it.’ 

“ ‘To whom?’ they asked. 

“ ‘To King Kalakauu,’ was the reply. 

“ ‘Who is lie?” came next. 

“The officer pitied their iguoranoe. but 
he couldn’t enlighten them enough to 
get any stores on tick. Hu filially 
pawned the beautiful 10 pounders for 
cuough to last Uuritig the homeward 
passage. 

“The navy is uow auehored iu the 
harbor of Honolulu, serving as a quarai: 
tine station. It is said that the last days 
of the king were shortened by this set- 
back of his life’s ambitiou, aud that fre- 
quently when he looked up fiom an aou 
high baud there was a pearly tear on the 
side of his uoso. Observers thought it 
was because lie couldu’t win tbut bo 
wept, but his cabinet officers who sat at 
the game with him kuew diff erently.”

As will bo seen by the report of the 
city council, a step proparatoiy to the 
removal of grade crossings was taken on 
Monday evoniug, and in an executive 
session the results of conferenoes with 
railroad ollicials was disolosed, and it is 
said tbat work will begin tho comiug sea- 
son. 

Mayor Hibbard was interviewed on the 
matter, but said there was really nothing 
definite to announce, as no decided ac- 
tion had yet been taken. He had fouud 
President Bliss ready to discuss ail mat- 
ters relative to the removal of grade 
crossing in a very friendly manner and 
willing to meet the wishes of the citizens. 

All that has been decided is tbat the 
tracks will be raised about ten foet, and 
a stoue retaiuing wall built on each side. 

Iron bridges will bo placed over the 
streets, and tbe streets inNowtou Corner 
will some of them be cut dowu not more 
than three or four feet, which would 
make a level grade on Washington street, 
and but a slight depression on Contre 
and Church streets. The main difficulty 
of the problem is on Highland aud Chest- 
nut streets, West Newton, but in regard 
to these, nothing has yet been definitely 
decided. 

Real estate men expect that the doing 
away with tho dangerous grade crossings 
will efface all distinction betweeu the 
North and South side of the tracks, as 
then childreu can cross in safety on their 
way to school or on other errands, and 
there will be no waiting for teams at the 
gates.

The ntinual mooting of the Newton 
Coniotory Corporation was hold Wecines- ] 
day evening in tho police court room, i 
West Nowton. 

Tho mooting was not largoly attended, j 
baroly a quorum being present, and the 
opinion gonorally prevailed that a major- 
ity of tho lot owners in tho Newton Coin j 
etery took very little intcreRt and gave 
very small oncouragcment to those upon 
whom the duties of supnrviRing and car- 
rying on tbe work devolved.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT FOR 1801. j 
Lots wore sold to the amount of 7200 
feet of land, or 24 lots of 300 feet each. 
They were sold to 30 persons. Added to j 
sales to Jan. 1, 1801, 1150, makes a total 
of lots sold to Jan. 1, 1802, 1180. 

This year’s snlos woro made to 30 per- 
sons, making a total of lot owners Jan. 1, 
1802, 1105. 

Interments during the year 182, boing 
the largest numbor since tho cemetery 
srnrtod. Number iuterred to Jan. 1, 1801, 
3367; number interred to Jan. 1, 1802, 
3530. 

Fivo bodies romained in tomb, Jan. 1, 
1801, 10 were deposited during tho yoai, 
making a total of 24; 20 were removed 
leaving 4 in tomb Jan. 1, 1802. 

The chapel was used seven times. 

About 4073 days’ work woro performed 
and six horses were employed most of 
the time. 

Two stone bridges were built over the 
Cold Spring brook, and part of Lako Av- 
enue was moved about twenty foot to the 
north, and the pond was enlarged; tho 
bank on tho north side of avenue and 
pond was graded, and quite a large num- 
ber of lots were partly graded on tho 
south of the brook at an expense of about 
$ 1200 . 

About 1400 feet of now fettco was built 
ou the line west of Cork City and run- 
ning to Homer street, and the fence ou 
Beacon street, and tho whole length of 
tho south line was rebuilt with partly 
new and partly old lumber, at an expnnsc 
of about $400. 

The alterations and improvements to 
house cost about $1434. 

Twelve monuments were set in the 
gruunds: also sixty-soven tablets and ono 
tlight of granite steps. 

The ntusery and plants in greenhouse 
are in good couditiou. 

One of the greehouses should bo re- 
built before another winter. 

All the other buildings are iu good re- 
pair.

Mr. Otis Pottee submitted the report 
of the treasurer, showing some interest 
itig statistics.

Nursery— sales during year $2,450.64; 
expended, $1,305.90; balance, $1,090.74. 

Greenhouse, — sales, $884.12; expense, 
$350.38; balauco, $533.74. 

Perpetual care fund,— amount collected 
to Dec. 31, 1891, $74,442.13; value of lots 
sold iu 1891, $9,934; expeudod for care of 
old lots, $700; for cure of now lots, $2389; 
invested in mortgages, $75,021.13. Total 
assets, $30,007.77; total liabilities, $19, 
078.17; net assets, $10,789 5S; unavailable 
assets, $16,531.20. 

President Haskell for the trustees 
made the following report: 

TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 

The trustees are able to repot t that 
the affairs of the Newtou Cemetery Cor- 
poration have been successfully adminis- 
tered during the past year; that the 
cemetery grounds have been kept iu good 
condition, corresponding with the taste 
and character of our community; and 
that tho financial couditiou of tho corpo- 
tation shows an appreciable improvement 
for the year. The aggregate sales of lots 
amounted to $9934. The perpetual care 
fund has been increased by $3089, of 
which $700 w’as on old lots, and $2389 on 
new. Tho fund now amount# to $75,- 
837.13, of which, at tho end of the year, 
$74,442.13 had been collected, leaving 
$1305 still uncollected. All of this fund 
collected aud $1170 more is invested, aud 
the income received from such invest- 
ments is becoming an important factor 
in meeting the annual cost of caring for 
the grounds. The sinking fund for the 
payment of the coupou notes was in- 
creased during the year by $2500, and tho 
financial exhibit shows an increase of 
more than seveii thousand dollars in the 
excess of assets over liabilities. In addi- 
tion to this, about the usual amount has 
beeu expended iu making pennanent im- 
provements on the grounds, including 
two rustic stone bridges, constructed iu 
good keeping with their surroundings. 
A very satisfactory improvement has also 
been made to the house, at a cost of 
$1434. This has made it good for quite a 
number of years to come, aud every vis- 
itor must be pleased witii the change, 
made at a comparatively small expense. 
The number of lots now graded and 
ready for sale is about three hundred, of 
300 square feet each, and there is uo 
pressing necessity for any more grading 
at the present time, except so fui as is 
necessary to complete the improvements 
of the new ground opened by the avenue 
which goes round tho ponds. Iu this 
vicinity will be fouud ample opportunity 
for nlTthe extra work of which thu usual 
complement of men is capable for the 
yoar to come. 

Our efficient superintendent has done 
all in his power to make us forget tiie 
loss of his able assistant, and, its hereto- 
fore, merits our coufideuco aud esteem.

Ou a motion by Mr, .Sheldon, the trus- 
tees were empowered to buy and sell 
land and act for tbe best iuteiests of the 
cemetery, and ou uioLiou of Mr. Barnard 
a vote of thanks was extended to the 
trustees for their efficient services. 

Mr. W. P. Tyler believed iu gettiug 
new and younger men ou tiie board of 
trustees. He said tbe new lot owners 
would become moie interested iu the 
cemetery aud advuuce new ideas and 
suggestions. Mr. .Sheldon did not favor 
dispensing with u good, ublu aud conser- 
vative ad ministration unless for cause, 
aud believed iu keeping the cemetery, 
oue of the most beautiful iu the country, 
under the supervision of those who had 
doue much to make it so. 

Superintendent Ross spoke of tbe first 
year thu cemetery was commenced, 31 
years ago, and the hard struggle of the 
first few years.

(There were four nten in the smoking 
compartment a Pullman, in an over- 
land train lin-uling westward. They 
talke I of California— of its gold and the 
’40ers, of its fruit* and wine, of its moun- 
tain scenery, and of the hospitality of 
it* people When tho latter subject was 
reached ono of the travelers fetched a 
sigh so long and deep that it instantly at- 
tracted the notice of the others, and 
they asked its cause. He returning no 
answer, one of them demanded to know 
whether he had over experienced tho 
famous hospitality of the Californians, 
.and to this question ho made tho follow- 
ing strange reply: “Yes, by proxy.” 
Thereupon, the others, burning with 
curiosity, besought him to mako himself 
understood. This he did in tho follow- 
ing tale:) 

My llrst visit to the Golden State took 
place a number of years ago, when I was 
an inexperienced young man of about 
twenty-five. My home at that time was 
in Cleveland, whore my family had re. 
sided for many years. A trip to Cali- 
fornia in those days was looked upon as 
a great undertaking, and I began to talk 
it over with my friends and relatives— 
both of which I had in abundance- 
several weeks before I set out. Present- 
ly, I made a remarkable discovery. It 
was that every one of tbese friends and 
relatives had some acquaintance on tho 
Pacific coast who would rejoice in the 
opportunity to welcome me afforded by 
a letter of introduction. 

Now, it liappeued that several years 
beforo I had bad a little experience with 
the practice of making friends by letter. 
When 1 went East to college I carried a 
note to some people in Boston. I pre- 
sented it, and I am confident that no ex- 
plorer of the Arctic regions ever en- 
countered a lower temperature than that 
which enveloped my welcome.

But 
it would not work. People seemed to 
think that they were conferring some 
enormouB favor on me, which, with the 
natural modesty of youth, I was seeking 
to decline. The more I held off the 
greater was their zeal in my behalf, and 
in several instances, 1 am confident, it 
resulted in my having letters forced up- 
on me which would otherwise have been 
forgotten. What could I dor Nobody 
ever heard of such a thiug as declining a 
letter of introduction — it would be 
equivalent to saying: ‘‘I dou’t want to 
meet your friend ;he may be good enough 
for you, but 1 have no use for him.” So 
1 accepted all that were offered, and con- 
cealed my true sentiments under an ex- 
pensive mask of graiitade.

“Certaiuly,” 1 answered; “but as I 
never met Col. Jim Fairfax, I hardly see 
how he — ” 

“Oh, that was all light. He just wrote 
the letter as if you were a friend of his. 

See?” 

1 opened the letter and saw. It was 
calculated to deceive the Hon. Patrick 
into the belief that Col. Jim and I were 
like Damon and Pythias. I shuddering 
ly added the letter to the heap, and I 
mention it uow only as a sample of its 
class. , 

At last, when I was ready to start, the 
bundle of letters had growu sj huge that 
it positively frightened me. Indeed, at 
times 1 was half resolved to abamlou the 
trip, solely on account of the premoni- 
tion of evil that swept over me whenever 
I contemplated that awful heap. But I 
hud uow gone too far to hack out, and 
depositing the letters in one corner of 
my truuk, 1 took iny departure.

CtiriniiH Tomb of it Kentuckian.

His instructions wore 
faithfully obeyed. Friends took it ui>on 
themselves to watch tho tomb and lie 
near in case the gentleman’s fears should 
prove well founded and render him as- 
sistance. But death came with an un- 
erring shot, and he still slumbers peace- 
fully in his casket.

Two Oncer Names. 

When a petition for a new postoffice in 
tho mountains of Virginia was received 
some weeks ago it was found that the 
name submitted was undesirable. The 
petitioners wero so notified and requested 
to submit a list of names in order of 
preference. Tho new list contained no 
names acceptable, and tho assistant 
postmaster general directed an uudei 
official to select a name himself.

A Jury with Hard Sense. 

From a town almost near enough tc 
Philadelphia to bo called a suburb comes 
a story of unique dispensation of justice 
by a jury from around about the vicin- 
ity. Tho case was one in which the 
prosecution was brought by a young 
woman against a young man. Despite 
tho eloquent pleading of tho lawyer foi 
tho fair one, tho jury rendered a verdict 
of acquittal, and then proceeded to as 
sess tho defendant a fourth of tho costs, 
tho prosecutrix a fourth, tho constable 
who arrested tho prisoner a fourth, nnd 
tho justice of tho peace who sent the 
case to court a fourth. The judge re- 
marked that that wasn’t much of a jury 
for law, but it was strong in tho way of 
common sense. — Philadelphia Record.

A Railroad for Oak Hill. 

The Railroad so long talked of, to con- 
nect the Woousockot Division from Cook 
St., Newton Highlands, to the main lino 
of tho N. Y. & N. E. R. R. at Dorchester, 
thereby forming tho shortest route from 
Boston to New York, is soon to become 
a reality. The proposed lino has been 
resTtrveyod within a few weeks, aud tho 
grade stakes set. The new line will be 
seveu miles in length. Starting from the 
Woonsocket Divisiou, near Cook St., it 
will cross Walnut St., near its junction 
with Boylston and^Parker Sts., southerly 
from Boylston and Brookline Sts., north- 
erly from Dudloy and LaGrango Sts., 
northerly from Vine St., thence into 
Brookline. There will bo no grade cros- 
sings and this will neoesitate several 
bridges. One bridgo two thousand foot 
long, will be required to span the Boston 
& Providouco R. R. at Forest Hills', and 
will bo tho largest structure of its kind 
in the United States, Stations will be 
built at both Dudley and Parker Sts. 
Tho corporation is composed of mauy 
well known business men, and Frederick 
O. Prince, of Boston, is President. It 
is contemplated to lease tho road when 
completed to the New York and New 
England road, 

Several estates on the line have already 
been procured for future improvement, 
and a still groater boom in real estate 
is anticipated. Oak Hill wilh its beau- 
tiful and varied landscape of hills and 
dnlas, is very desirable for surburban 
residences, aiid with easy access to Bos- 
ton, it may soon rival its sister villages.

Tito Free Pass Question. 

Senator Gilman appeared before the 
judiciary committee at the hearing on 
free passes and stid that any mileage paid 
in lieu of free passes was a cheap invest- 
ment. The pass system is demoralizing. 
He accused no one ami was ho better 
than any one else. But certain consld- 
ctions go with free passes and it is im- 
proper for legislators to receive them. 
The member who received 1*>0 passes at 
one time could not bo an impartial legis- 
lator. Now Massachusetts says to her 
representatives, “I can afford to givo you 
for your services and you must got 
your transportation where you can.” 
The railroads which are connected with 
tho state, come in ami say, “Tho state 
is niggardly with you in mattor of 
compensation and we will come in ami 
help you with your transportation.” Mr. 
Gilman said two senators this year have 
told him that the greatest annoyance 
they have is from people who ask for 
passes. It is tho fact that politicians 
who are indebted for aid can help dis- 
charge their political debts by getting 
rasses for their friends. There ought t » 
io no alliance betwoen tho legislature 
and the railroads. Members who travol 
a long distance ought to have more piy 
than those who are near. Last yearn 
railroad man said ho opposed tho bill 
then becauso tho railroads preferred to 
issue passes themselves. Ou the other 
hand the late Mr. Furber was strongly 
opposed to the pass system. He believed 
tho state should pay the members a suffi- 
cient return for their servicos and lot 
thorn pay their own expenses. He 
quoted Josiah Quincy as the author of a 
bill last year to abolish passes. Tho 
present bill embodies the best practical 
way of meeting tho evil. 

lo Mr. Buckley, Mr. Gilman said ho 
thought the distant members ought to 
have more compensation than tlioso who 
live near. Tho pass system is full of in- 
equalities. The railroad committee is 
no more ontitled to annual passes than 
tho finance committee which probably 
works more hours, yet it gets them. Tho 
press of the state is generally hostilo 
to tho free pass. It is beneath the dig- 
nity of men who represent the state to 
enter into partnership with the roads for 
their transportation. In the caso of 
newspapers and business men, who ren- 
der a quid pro quo the case is very dif- 
ferent, ho said in reply to Mr. Bartlott of 
Lowell, and he had no criticisms to make 
upon them. 

Mr. Rideout said he should hate to bo a 
railroad corporation and depend for 
favors upon the influences of the passes 
which have been distributed. 

Representative Lawrence of Medford, 
believed this was a sentimental matter 
rather than one of practical conscqnence. 
Tho favor is exteuded to all alike, and ho 
did not believe that auv members wore 
ever influenced by the issue of passes. 
This closed the hearing. 


The B. & A. Elevated Tracks. 

To the Editor or the Graphic:— 

Having read iu your paper of the plan 
to elevate the tracks of tho Boston & 
Albany Railroad at a great expense to 
both the city and the railroad, I would 
like to ask if the plan has ever been con- 
sidered of wideutng and straightening 
the road from Boston to Riverside by 
way of Newton Highlands? 

Here they have a way that could be 
made as short as the one by way of New- 
ton, Newtonville aud West Newton, etc., 
and perhaps a little shorter, with only 
three grade crossings to be changed. 
Two at Newton Centre and one at High- 
lauds. Why not add two tracks to this 
line aud send all expiess and fast trains 
this way? 

Theu if it is wished to send freight by 
this line could uot that be arranged? 
Aud that would leave the liue from 
Riverside via West Newtou to bo used 
only for circuit or local trains. Now may 
it not be iu a few years that these circuit 
trains will be run by electricity, similarly 
to the manner of the West End railroad 
iu Boston, aud if this should be the caso 
what necessity for the uusightly dis- 
figurement that is now planned. 

Then let the Bostou «fc Albany lailroad 
take up all but two of its tracks to River- 
side via West Newton and make a boule- 
vard of its road bed aud what an en- 
hancement real estate will havo iu value, 
instead of the detriment which will oc- 
cur if they carry out their present plan. 

If the time comes that our local roads 
are run by electricity we can have shorter 
trains, of one or two cars and l should 
think, run more frequently, which would 
be a gain to our city.

MORE W r OOL PROTECTION. 


IT 18 TIME TO 1'IIOTKOT THE WOOL CON- 
SUMERS. 

(From New England Farmer). 

E. L. Q., Wost Rutland, Vt, says: I 
would give our wool-growing farmers 
such protection ns would enable them to 
raise all the wool ralsnd bore. 11 Tliore 
was already a duty of 40.03 per cent on 
clothing wools, the average duty being 
10.55 cents por pound before the passage 
of the McKinloy bill. An advocate of 
the sub-troasury scheme of the Farmer’s 
Alliance, at a hearing bofore a congres- 
sional committee, wlion asked why its 
authors had not inel udod wool, hops, 
rico and cheese, with the other produce 
specified for deposit, answerod that 
“those staples aro protoctod by a high 
tariff, 75 per cont on wool alone.” Yet 
this doos not seem to satisfy the nppotite 
of E. L. G., and others of his viows: for 
“moro wool protection,” is wautod to 
keop out Australian wool that ho says 
can bo raised there for ilvo cents per 
pound, “whilo wo nro importing over 
one-third of the wool used hero.” 

IIow can duty enough bo added to the 
already onormous duty on foreign wool 
to keop out Australian wool that can bo 
raised thero for tlvo cents per pound, 
when wool farmors oanuot raise wool 
hero for the storootypod quotations week 
aftor wook of “tine unwashed Vermont 
and Now Hampshire wool 19 to 21 cents.” 
If the duty should be raised high enough 
to prohibit Australian wool from eonuug 
here, and our wool raisors should attempt 
to raise their prices up io the duty line 
on forcigu wool by competition, it would 
amount to a prohibition of the use of all 
woolen goods by tlio consumers in this 
country, and would revive and enlarge 
the shoddy reign of ground rags with 
just cotton enough to hold it together 
for exhibition in tho clothing shops, and 
put a quietus on all aspirations of wool 
raisers in this country. 

E. L. G. further says “then I would 
protect our wool manufacturers.” Tho 
protection of the McKinley law for the 
manufacturers ought to more than satis- 
fy any reasonable man if it does not E. L. 
G. It imposes a duty on the lowest 
grades of woolen yarns . of 112 per cent, 
on one grade of coarse, cheap blankets 
100 per cout, women and children’s cheap 
dross goods with cotton warp 100 per 
cont, tho lowest grades of woolen cloth 
125 per cont, tho lowost grades of woolen 
shawls 135 per cont, etc. Will uot E. L. 
G. go for protecting the groat mass of 
consumers of woolen goods iu this coun- 
try a little? M. J. Harvey.

Piecemeal Attacks. 

(Boston Transcript). 

Hon. David A. Wells lias pronounced 
in favor of piece-meal attacks upon the 
McKiuley tariff, because, “with a com- 
plete tariff bill, the frieuds of reform 
would have to meet the entire force of 
tho protootionists, active aud compact 
through the attraction of further oppor- 
tunity for public plunder.” Mr. Wells 
cites, as u good precedent for the House 
of Representatives to follow, Sir R ibert 
Peel’s course “in denliug with exactly 
the same problem as now confronts 
tariff legislators, hut from a British 
standpoint.” Peel adopted “the tent t- 
tivo method, aud owed all his groat suc- 
cess to tho fact that ho did adopt it.” 
Mr. Wells says that “by adopting the 
tentative method aud sending to tho 
Senate a few simple hills enacted by the 
House, bills removing tho duties on wool, 
salt, coal, lumber, tiu plate, aud the like 
— the Domooratic party will detlue and 
formulato tho plan and scope on which the 
tariff debate in the coming presidential 
contest shall bo conducted.” But Hou. 
R. Q. Mills disagrees with +Iou. David 
Wells, and remains steadfast to the 
opinion that a general tariff bill should 
bo reported. At a dinner given by the 
Reform Club of Now York iu his honor, 
last evening, which was attended by 
many distinguished tariff reformers, Mr. 
Mills declared his intention to oppose 
tho proposed half-way measures some 
Democratic leaders advocated. He scout- 
ed the idea of goiug haek to the tariff 
of 1883 and accepting that as a dual 
settlement. He said the Democrats had 
been lighting that tariff for thirty years, 
and he was for carrying on the war — 
eternal, uncompromising war. At the 
close of his speech Mr. Mills said, “I will 
follow wherever the Hag points to fail- 
trade. 1 will follow wherever the flag 
goes, no matter who carries it; and 1 
will light wherever the battle is pitched.” 
Mr. Mills, iu his announcement, undoubt- 
edly represented the best sentiment of 
the Domooratic party, which is against a 
do-nothing policy on the tariff. 

German Reciprocity. 

(N. V. World). 

Under the reciprocity treaty with Ger- 
many that uatiou admits free of duty 
American “wool aud stuffs made there- 
of.” By other olauses of the McKiuley 
law German and all other wools import- 
ed into the United States must pay a 
duty of 11 aud 12 cents pur pouud for the 
first aud second grades, aud 50 per cent 
of their value for the third aud lower 

J rades. Woollen clothing must pay 
0 1-2 cents per pound and 00 per ceut of 
its value. Other woollen manufactures 
must pay from 33 to 44 cents per pouud 
and from 40 to 50 per ceut of their value. 
Why should a Ruimblican Congress and 
administration aid iu securiugto the Ger- 
man manufacturers uutaxed wool, aud 
to the German people uutaxed clothing, 
while heaping still higher the taxes on 
wool libre aud fabrics for our own 
poople? Germany, like the Uuited 
States, is a wool-growiug aud woollen 
manufacturing oouutry. Like us, she 
has a high protective tariff. But Ger- 
many neither handicaps her mauufuct- 
ureis with a tax ou tueir raw muterial 
nor oppresses her people with taxes ou 
the clothing that is essential to their 
hoalth or comfort. No wool growing 
aud manufacturing country in tho world, 
save the Uuited Statos, maintains this 
barbarous uud oppressive tax.

Tho boll tisod in tho roof of tho loo©- 
motive cab to signal tho engineer when 
to stop and start will soon a thing of 
the past. A new air train signal is fast 
taking tho plouo of the Indl or gong and 
already all the passenger coaches on the 
Lako Shoro and Wabash railroads are 
equipped with the air signal Instead of 
the bell. Tho air signal is worked by 
means *of a small rubber or iron tnbe 
that runs under tho coaches, like tho air 

f ripes to work the air brakes In the 
ocomotivo cab thero is an iron whistle 
and when tho conductor desires to stop 
tho train ho pnlls on n short ropo or lever 
that allows tho air to esea|>e and the 
whistle in the cab sounds the signal. It 
is claimed that this is much superior to 
tho bell arrangement, for tho reason that 
it works hotter on a long train 
The hell sometimes failed to respond 
on long trains, and serions accidents oc- 
curred on that account The bell rope 
was also a handy thing for train robbers 
tocut in order to prevent an alarm while 
they were looting the wealth of the pas 
sengers The other leading railroads of 
the country will adopt the air train sig 
nal as soon as they can get it attached 
to their coaches. Tho Now York Cen 
tral, Pennsylvania, Baltimore and Ohio 
and the Big Four are having tho new 
system of signaling tho engineer at 
t ached to their trains.— New York Tele 
gram

AN OLD TROUBLE SETTLED. 


At the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the hospital held laRt woek the 
name of Dr. F. L. McIntosh was pro- 
posed by the Homcepathic doctors for 
membership in the Hospital Staff, and 
the nomination was unanimously con- 
tinued. Thus this long standing and 
WBatious trouble was happily ended. 

It is a great pity that dissension ever 
broke out over the management of this 
noble institution, but now that it is all 
settled let it be speedily forgotten. 

We record the settlement of this con- 
troversy with great pleasure because 
the whole community was so deeply in- 
terested in it while it lasted, and it will 
be a source of satisfaction to both sides 
to know that the institution has come 
ont of its great trial with so little injury. 
There has been some harm done, 
especially in the way of the loss of funds 
that were expected, but the hospital is 
too deeply rooted in the affections of the 
people to permit it to languish for any 
lack of support. 

This happy ending of what threatened 
at one time to be a collapse makes it 
proper to ask tbe attention of Newton 
people to the unique position the hos- 
pital occupies. It. is a pioneer in the 
way of small institutions without resi- 
dent doctors and attended by both schools. 
It has encouraged people all over the 
Uoited States to hope that any com- 
munity of 10,000 population can have its 
own hospital managed by a Matron 
and served by its own local doctors. 

As a result we tiud Cottage Hospitals 
or their equivalents springing up in 
many places. Any permanent injury to 
the Newtou institution would have been 
felt far aud wide. 

Beside this the experiment made in 
training nurses hns been so successful 
here, that only tbe lack of suitable ac- 
commodations for tbe pupils prevents 
our baving a school numbering from 
twenty to forty each year. The teach- 
ing ability of ibe doctors of our city and 
their enthusiasm for tbe success of this 
school have been sbowu iu the noble 
results thus far attained. Nurses grad- 
uating here are in steady demand, to say 
nothing of tbe numerous applications, 
which it is impossible to meet, for 
pupil nurses to go out into Newton 
homes. 

It is almost surprising that some one 
or more persons do not offer to build a 
new building for the nurses. Its cost 
would be only $5000 and $100J more for 
the furnishing. People interested iu 
solving the meat problem of finding 
avenues of employment for women 
may well be glad of such an opportunity 
to put twenty or more each year in the 
way of gaining a livelihood iu an honor- 
able aud useful way. 


The letter of Mr. Blaine’s has called 
out the usual controversy as to whether 
it takes him definitely out of tbe race or 
not. The Republican oorrespondent of 
the Boston Transcript says that "Those 
who have been aud are closely identified 
with Blaine, consider tbe letter as mean- , 
iug no more aud no less than the Flor- 
ence letter of eighty-eight. They assert 
if there should be a stubborn contest iu j 
the convention at Minneapolis among • 
candidates who will now come f irward 
aud tiiere should be no visible way out 
of the complications, and tbe convention 
should turn to him to aid them out of j 
their difficulties, he would accept, lie 
was ready to do the same thing iu 188 h, 
but the friends of bbermau, Alger and 
tbe other candidates refused to witb-draw 
in order to permit the aouvuntiou to 
nominate him. Under this condition 
there was no course left but to refuse to j 
allow his name to be used. Tbs friends 
of the preteut admistratiou, however, iu- 
sist that Mr. Blaine must be taken at bis 
word, and they intend to p event his 
name being presented. Tbeie is no 
question but that Mr. Blaine is the most 
popular candidate whose name has been 
presented, aud any mention of his name 
arouses enthusiasm, especially in con- 
nection with the word "reciprocity,” 
which he succeeded in having inserted 
iu the McKinley bill, aud so saved that 
measure from being as fatal to the party 
as it would otherwise have been. 


The plan of haviug another redistrict- 
ing of the state came up iu the house 
this week aud was defeated as it should 
have been. The contest was enlivened 
by a very frank speech from Mr. Rideout 
of Cambridge, a republican and the head 
of the fiuauce committee. He opposed 
any chance in the districts as laid out 
last year, and said the people were satis- 


fied with Hjnt division. Referring to 
Coneressmati Lodge, and his well known 
Attitudo on tho question, ho said that 
the fact that Mr. Lodgo favored a gerry* 
mander stamped him as an unsafe leader 
for the people to follow. The republi- 
cana have nono too niuoli margin in tho 
state now. If the present leaders do not 
satisfy we will get some new ones. He 
lived in the disti iot represented by Slier* 
man Hoar, and it the republicans did not 
earry themselves pretty straight it would 
be represented by a demoorat again. 

Some time ago our readers may romem- 
ber that there was a lively discussion of 
American tin plate in the papors, and 
that tin plate factories wero roported to 
bo springing up in every section of tho 
country, with millions of dollars invest- 
ed in buildings and works, and at tho 
last election thero was a great output of 
American tin campnign buttons, which 
unfortunately wore made in England. 
The National Proviaioner of Feb. 0th, a 
trade and not a political paper, reviows 
the tin plate industry and concludes t.tat 
there has boon a vory slight, if any, in- 
crease in the industry in this country. 
Propably the factories are waiting for 
tho next compaign before beginning 
work, as it seems to be mostly a politi- 
cal instead of a business industry. The 
Proviaioner concludes its review by say 
ing “ We can only again refer to tho re- 
cent circular of tho Tiu-platc Consumers’ 
Association, in which more than three 
hundred leading consumers of tin-plate 
in this country state, "It is a matter of 
business and not of politics that up to 
tho present moment not one sheet of 
coke tins, which constitute over oue-half 
our entire requirements, has yet been 
put on the market by the Amorican man- 
ufacturers, and the present output of all 
kinds does not constitute one per cent of 
tbe eutire consumption of tin-plate in 
America.” 


The revolt against Senator Hill iB as. 
suming proportion even in his own state 
which ought to alarm that wily trickster 
and it would be for tbo purification of 
politics in general to have him thorough- 
ly and utterly defeated. Even McKinley 
could easily be elected president against 
Hill or any man of Hill's selection, and 
Mr. McKinley is about tbo weakest can- 
didate the Republicans could nominate. 
But it would be a national calamity to 
have either one of the two parties put up 
such a man as Hill, as it would show to 
what depths a large portion of the politi- 
cal workers had sunk. Of course to the 
machine politicians it is a simply incon- 
ceivable fact that voters would bolt auy 
regularly nominated candidate, but ex- 
perience has proved that they will, and 
the list of bolters against Hill includes 
about all the respectable Democrats in 
New York state. 


The Boston Transcript says that "the 
statistical showing that out of sfx hun- 
dred patients in an insane asylum not 
one has had tbe grip, rather controverts 
tbe Christian scientists’ idea of "all is 
mind, there is no matter.” A Newton 
Christian Scientist says that this proves 
exactly the reverse. The grip being a 
nervous disease, it affects those who 
have minds to be affected by it, and the 
insane patients not having their imagina. 
lions filled with reports of tbe disease, of 
course do not have it. 


A prominent street railway man Hays 
it is all “stuff” about tbe Newton and 
Boston street railway company using tbe 
Btorage battery system, aud the talk 
about it makes him "tired.” He asserts 
that it will use the trolley system at the 
start. This will probably call out ao 
equally vigorous statement from Mr. 
Huestis, the Newton apostle of the 
storage battery. 


It is rumored that ex-Governor Ames 
is to be a candidate for tiie United .States 
Senate. The only question seems to be 
whether lie is rich euougli to become a 
member of that club of millionaires, 
among whom it would not be d fiioult to 
find worse men than ex-Governor Ames. 


Lasell .Votes. 

Miss Annie S. Peck gave her first 
lecture upon Greek Antiquities Friday 
evening, February 5. It was upon Athens 
and was illustrated by the stereptioon. 
The second lecture was changed from 
Friday evening, February 12, to Wednes- 
day, Febrmry 10 , and treated of the 
acropolis. Both lectures wore of great 
interest and were well attmded.

COLONEL HASKELL’S ADDRESS 

ON TltE POSITION OK HEPfHI.tr AN3 ON 
T1IK TEMPERANCE qPKSTION. 

Col. E. H. Haskell mado the address 
at the annual meeting of the Mystic Val- 
ley Club, in Boston Tuesday evening, 
and gave a vory out-spoken summary of 
the position ItcptublicaiiH ought, to take 
on the Lempcrauco question. He said: 

"It was my privilege to contribute 
some two years ago at the opening ol the 
campaign ol 1880, a series of articles In 
which I suggested what seemed to me 
the dntv ot the irienda of temperance, 
who believed in practical temperance 
legislation, in supporting tho Republican 
party. I then said that it soumed to me 
that it was the duty of every true friend 
of temporanco having at hoart the best 
welfare of tbe cause, to put aside all 
feelings of disappointment over the de- 
feat of the constitutional amendment and 
to utiito in one common effort to culti- 
vate a stronger sentiment that would 
support, when tho time should arrive, 
a prohibitory policy as tho publio policy 
of our stato. 

In my opinion tho Republican party 
has not kept faith with itself or with the 
great body of tomporanoo men within its 
own ranks, or with its avowed purpose 
of restricting the liquor traffic; aud here 
1 refer not only to the action of the 
miuority of the patty, who are mainly 
responsible for tho repeal of the open 
bar or anti saloou clause, but also to t he 
action of the last Republican convention 
iu declining to recognize in such repoa) 
that a groat step backward had beeu 
taken in thus legalizing the saloon in 
this Commonwealth. 

In my judgement, gentlemen, the first 
duty of the Republican partv is to re- 
verse tbe greut mistake which was thus 
made, aud to secure ouce more the in- 
corporation of this most vital clause into 
our preseut law with such amendmeuts, 
if necessary, as shall remove any doubt 
as to its purpose. VVe are fast reaching 
a position iu this country which even the 
greatest enthusiasts, optimiotB and eulo- 
gists of our political system aro begin- 
ning to view with alarm and deep con- 
cern. No question relating closely to 
the weltare, prosperity and happiness of 
Americans cai |be measured for a moment 
with that great issue tast pressing itself 
to the front, that factor in our preseut 
politics which is fast sapping the very 
toundations of our political system and 
the welfare of our cherished institutions, 
that ooutroling power aud influence of 
the organized liquor traffic of our coun- 
try. It is not an issue that relates to 
any one party, to any one sect, to any 
one element of society alone. It is above 
and beyond these. 

This, to my tniud. is the great and 
preseut duty of the Republican party, to 
place itself upon the side of temperance, 
of good order and the highest welfare of 
our people, and to accomplish this, first, 
by the reaffirmation of its purpose by 
legislation to legally strip tbe saloon of 
the status which it now eujoys for the 
first time in many years, and then by 
subsequent legislation to deprive it of 
every vestige of political power. And I 
trust that the day will soon come iu 
Massachusetts when we shall be able to 
incorporate into our law tbe provision 
that in those towns aud cities that by 
their action continue to sanction the 
saloon iu their midst no license shall is- 
sue to any person who holds a public 
office, either municipal or State, or who 
is a mombor of auy political committee, 
or whose saloon would be a resort for 
political purposes. I Applause, j ito 

Let the R^oublicau party of Massach- 
usetts recognize this great issue of the 
saloon in politics as one to he met; to bo 
met fearlessly and to be mot now, and 
the results cau be only most gratifying, 
not only to you, who have been identified 
so long with the cause of t mperauce, 
but to the mauy friends of tho cause all 
over the land. (Applause ]

Wonderful Corn. 

A. J. Mercer, living near Burden, 
Kan., has eomo corn which is tho rarest 
ever grown. Tho patch was small, but 
the corn ia a kind that has never been 
seen in this country before. 

Last spring Mercer opened a mound 
on his farm, and in it found a lot of 
corn, along with prehistoric relics, show- 
ing that the corn had been put in there 
ages ago. It was in a sealed jar, and was 
about a peck in quantity. He gave 
away half of it to his neighbors and 
others who heard of it and wanted a few 
grains for a curiosity. 

When planting time came he thought 
it would bo a good idea to plant some of 
it, and prepared a patch of ground near 
his bouse and planted about two quarts 
of the seed. It came up and thrived 
well under tho cultivation given it. The 
ears came well. The ears were about 
six inebes long and the grains were 
close together, standing up with sharp 
points The grains are small being 
about ono fourth the size of an ordinary 
grain of com 

Mercer thinks that this must undoubt- 
edly be the original corn of this country 
from which the present has sprung 
through loug and high cultivation. 
What is remarkable about it is that the 
mound from which it was taken hus 
every evidence of being very old, for 
trees were growing on it that could not 
be less thun *200 year old The relics 
found with tbo corn are similar to those 
found in the mounds of Illinois and Ohio, 
and this uumnd must have been co- 
existent with tho.se, which are believed 
to have been over 1,000 years old. Mer- 
cer has sent samples of his com to 
friends in the east and to the govern- 
ment otfieiu Is at Washington.— Fort 
Worth (Tex.) Gazette. 


IleKKuri in Calil New York. 

The number of beggars in the streets 
is appalling It is impossible for any 
one to resist their appeals, for the suf- 
ferings which many of these unfortu- 
nates go through ,ts apparent from their 
wretched condition Half of them are 
only partly chid and iti some instances 
the physical sufferings must be intense. 
A day or two since a lady of my ac- 
quaintance told me of a woman and 
child who had taken up a position on 
the corner uear iier house, the woman 
turning a small organ in an effort to 
attract a few pennies. She was actually 
sitting iu the snow and she remained 
there two hours, until oue of the neigh- 
bors went out to her assistance. There 
was not a penny in the tin box ou the 
organ and the woman was frozen al- 
most into insensibility The child was 
taken to a hospital, where it subsequent- 
ly died. Thero was no romance about 
the matter It was a simple illustration 
of the awful misery which lias been the 
lot of tho poor during the recent cold 
weather in New York. — Blakely Hull in 
Brooklyn Eagle. 


Tliu Oldest Gunner Deutl. 

The oldest gunner in tho United States 
navy, the venerable George Sirian, died 
the other day in Portsmouth, Va. His 
life was full of romance and adven- 
tures Dorn in 1817, ou the Greek isle 
of Ipsulia, ho was uiudo a homeless or- 
phan by tho att,ack and massacre by the 
Turks of the inhabitants of that island 
in 1820 Tbe bombardment of the Turks 
by the old Constitution— "Old Ironsides” 
—saved the lives of a large number, and 
ho was among eleven l»oys who survived i 
and were brought away by that gallant 
old vessel. He was brought home by 
Lieutenant Randolph, of Richmond, the i 
executive officer of the ship. 

Later he wus taken by Mr. Marshall, 1 
gunner in the United States navy, from 1 
Lieutenant Randolph aud by him taught | 
gunnery and pyrotechnics. At tbe ago 
of twenty he entered the navy as a gun- 
ner. and iu many a hard fought battle 
afterward showed that the blood of the 
Greeks, famous at Marathon aud Ther- 
mopylae, ut Plutua and Myceiue, still 
lived in his veins.— New York Arurad.

Students of eivil nnd ecclesiastical 
history can tind in Edinburgh fair lields of 
study. Poetry, art, science have all been 
richly nourished there. Whoever lias 
pitched Ids tent but for a tourist’s sojourn 
In this noble metropolis, treasures for life 
the recollection and longs for opportunity 
to return.

Wanli a Companion This Year. 

Tho "Hermit of the Sonnblick,” Peter 
Lechner. who last year passed tho win 
tor months in the observatory on the 
summit of that lonely jieak. now de- 
clares that he will not stay there an- 
other winter unless he has a companion 
with him. Ho would, lie says, prefer a 
wife, if ho could find one. Otherwise 
ho will bo content with a male compan- 
ion, who could take turns with him in 
his constant task of reading tho scien- 
tific instruments. This decision on tho 
part of the “Hermit of tho Sonnblick” 
really threatens the further existence of 
the highest observatory in Europe. For 
tho Austrian Meteorological institute 
lacks tho funds to supi>ort a companion 
for Lechner, and tho small sum, about 
£100 a year, that is wanted for the pur- 
pose is not forthcoming from private 
sources. 

It is believed that the real explanation 
of tho discontent of Herr Lechner is that 
ho is annoyed at being forgotten by tho 
public, who have neither sent him 
Christmas presents nor published lauda- 
tory paragraphs about him in tho news- 
papers of late. Three years back ho 
said ho wanted a wife, and hundreds of 
offers nt once poured in from all quar- 
ters, including several rich and many 
good looking women, but Ire then 
langhed nt the idea, and continued to 
prefer the state of single blessedness. It 
would be a distinct loss to meteorologi- 
cal and physical science if the Sonnblick 
observatory were to be closed, but some 
means will probably bo found of recon- 
ciling Herr Peter to his lonely but lofty 
labors for another winter.— Vienna Cor. 
London Standard. 


Tillies mid the Trice of Grain. 

The difference between the method of 
paying the clergy of tho Church of Eng- 
land, who receive the tithe as their liv- 
ing, and the clergy of tho Church of 
Scotland, who enjoy what are known in 
the north as tieuds, will be very appar- 
ent in this year. On both sides of the 
Tweed grain prices are higher for the 
year, but in England tho clergy will re- 
ceive little immediate benefit from the 
rise, because by tho seven years’ average 
it is spread over so long a time that tho 
most that can be hoped for from the 
good prices of 1891 is to stop the fall 
which has been going on every year 
without n break since 1878, a louger 
period of successive annual declines in 
the value of the tithe than has ever be- 
fore occurred. 

But in Scotland tho tiend is calculated 
on the grain prices of each year, so that 
the parish ministers who have endured 
the discomforts which low prices brought 
with them when grain was cheap will 
now have directly the advantages of 
higher prices when grain has risen. In 
England both the rise aud the fall- are 
retarded by the seven years' average, 
in Scotland the full effects of either the 
one or the other are directly experienced 
in every year. — London Graphic. 


iiu mitti Beings In tlic Mammoth Age. 

Near Brunn, the capital of Moravia, 
important discoveries of prehistoric re- 
mains have been made which are likely 
to attract the attention of paleontolo- 
gists all over the globe. As a canal was 
being dug skulls were brought to 
light of dolicho-cephalous (long headed) 
character nnd of an exceedingly low 
stago of development. Tho same place 
contained bones and teeth of mammoth 
rhinoceros and reindeer. 

Close to the skulls lay more than 500 
fossil snails, several calciuous stones, 
with holes in the middle, a rude figure 
cut out of a mammoth's tooth, with a 
hole running through tho middle. This 
discovery is the first of tho kind in 
Austria and is highly important from 
being a proof that there were human 
beings in the mammoth period.— Vienna 
Cor. London Standard. 


.Spurious Sliuwls. 

A good deal of indignation has been 
excited by a discovery recently mndo by 
the Calcutta customs of a trade in spu- 
rious Cashmere shawls. It appears that 
largo quantities of shawls have been im- 
ported into India from Germany, with 
imitation Cashmere marks on them. 

On arrival in Calcutta the shawls are 
treated by some peculiar process aud 
then sent iuto the interior and sold 
there as real Cashmere productions. 
Their actual cost in Calcutta is about 
$5, and they fetch when sold about $35 
—Exchange. 


A Winter Cliarni. 

A Wilmington man curries in his vest 
pocket n piece of skin that was taken 
from a man’s neck and then tanned. He 
—the Wilmington man, not the other 
man— claims that the possession of that 
piece of tanned skin will keep him from 
slipping on the ice. Tiie boys in tho 
neighborhood ure watching him uow 
to see what virtue there is iu the odd 
charm. The owner of the piece of skin 
argues that if its possession does not pre- 
vent him from falling it will, at least, 
not cause him to fall.— Wilmington 
News 


In Charge of One Family Forty Yoars.

H., has been in charge of one family for 
over forty years. F. J. White was ap- 
pointed i>ostmaster by President Pierce 
and held tho office for thirty-five years.

In electrical resist- 
ance comparing this new metal, ordi- 
nary copper taken as one. German silver 
is thirteen and the new metal is thirty 
five It is this qualification that makes 
it valuable for resistance work in dy 
name machinery and all electrical ap 
paratus Its specific gravity is about 
the samo as copper, which it resembles 
as to finish.— Mechanical World.

There does not seem to bo any prospect 
that the money order business can be 
made to pay a profit to Uncle Sam in 
future. It was started in 180ft with an 
appropriation by congress of $100,000 
and during tho first eight months thoro ( 
was a loss of more than $7,000. As the 
system grew it became more remuner- 
ative to tho government, until it began 
to show a margin of gain about ten years 
ago For the last three years howover. 
there has been a loss on it, mainly be- 
cause the average sum sent by money 
order has diminished 
The average cost to tho government 
of a money order whether for a small 
or large amount is a tritie over ten 
cents while the average fee paid now is 
only a fraction more than eight cents 
However the loss on domestic money 
orders is made up to some extent by tho 
profit on international money orders 
During the last fiscal year the postoftice 
department cleared $1811.000 on tho pur- 
chase of hills ot exchange to settlo bal- 
ances with foreign countries on account 
of money orders issued - Washington 
Star

A SHOUT MEETING OF THE HOARD OF 
AtiPKRMK)!. 

The hoard of aldermen met Monday 
evening, President UArbnc.lt occupy (or 
the chair, in the absence of Mayor Hib- 
bard. All tho other members wero 
present. 

A communication was roceivod from 
Michael Tilth©, sluing that he was 
stt uok by a loose tub, while on a stup- 
ing over the sewer, nod severely injured, 
the accident heittp due to defective lock j 
on the bucket, defective engine, and in- 
efficient engineer and supervision. Tho 
communication was referred to the com- 
mittee on claims. 

The aiinu d reports of the overseers of 
the poor and the chief of the fire depart- 
ment were received and tiled for publica- 
lion. 

Tin* Newton Veteran Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, petitioned for the free use of 
fTit.y Ha l, for the concert, Tuesday 
evening, March S, and on motion of 
Alderman Hyde the potition was 
granted. 

Residents of Prospect street, West 
Newton, petitioned tor 4 street lights. 

S. E. Howard and some S3 other tax- 
payers remonstrated against any license 
for the erection of poles for wires on 
Winthrop. Temple, Putnam and Prince 
streets, being granted. 

A petition was received from W. B. 
Dennison for a street liglu on Lowell 
stieat near Edinhoro street. 

J. A Lord petitioned for a license for a 
sparring m itch, to lie given by the High 
Scho 1 Athletic Association, March 15, 
and t lie license was granted, the exhibi- 
tion to he under the supervision of the 
head master of the school. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde the pub- 
lic propel ty committee were authorized 
to advertise for proposals for a lioso 
house and police station atNonautum, 
according to plans drawn by Kendall & 
Stevens, architects. 

On motion of Alderman Coffin tho 
highway committee was authorized to 
expend $375 in the purchase of two 
horses, to no eh irged to highway general 
repairs, and also to dispose of two or 
three old horses, the money received for 
the same to bo covered into the city 
treasury. 

On morion of Alderman Coffin a long 
order was passed giving up certain land 
in Needham and taking other land in 
exchange. t<»r the purpose of straighten- 
ing boundaries, the land being for tho 
water supply of Newton. 

On motion of Aldermiu Slioppard $500 
was appropriated for the use of the c «m- 
mittee ou claims iu settliug small claims 
against the city. 

E. E. Burnham was granted an inn- 
homer’s license. • 

On raotiou of Alderman Wilson $70,000 
was appropriated for the oity expenses 
duriug March. 

Alderman Coffin presented the petition 
of the Newton Street Riilway Company 
for license to put up poles on Walnut 
street from Crafts street to the southerly 
side of the B. & A. railroad, for the 
Newton & Boston street railway com- 
pany. Referred to tho license com- 
mittee. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde, $700 was 
transferred from any balance in tne city 
treasury, and added to tho public pro- 
perty appropriation, to pay for the con- 
tract for heating and ventilating the 
Waban school house. Mr. Hyde ex- 
plained th a 1 the money was appropriated 
last year, nut it had been kept u itil the 
work could be thoroughly tested. Tne 
public property committee had turned 
over some $1100* to the city treasury at 
the end of the year. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde, $2050 
was appropriated, to he taken from ilie 
next assessment of taxes, to pay for the 
sanitary annex to the high school build- 
ing. The work had been c nuineueed 
last year, under orders of the board ot 
health, and had not been reported as it 
was impossible to know just how much 
was to be dune. It kept growing iu 
amount until it reached (he sum now 
asked for. The work was done by order 
of the school board and was now com- 
pleted; the achool was overcrowded, 
but now all that will ever be needed in 
lliis line has been done. 

In order to make more room at the 
high school the superintendent's office 
be moved to the Chitlin school 


year at an oxpenso of about $17,000 and 
the work is now nearly completed. Tho 
drain is also a great aid in the surface 
drainage of this section of the city. 

The providence of malaria, especially 
along the hanks of tho Charles river, 
was mentioned and the need of combined 
action with other cities and towns along 
its course towards an abatement of t his 
disease. The cause is largely attributed 
to the alternate rise and fall of the liver 
occasioned by the Roston Mfttif. (’«*. 
of Waltham using its water. Tho 
great popularity of tho Charles as a re- 
sult for Imating emphasizes tho impor- 
tance of action. 

The work of removing and disposing 
of house offal is yearly increasing and it 
is only a question of time when it will !>•* 
neccessary tor the citv to assume control 
of the matter. A crematory for its dis- 
posal is recommended. 

The establishment of a milk depot for 
i the sale of sterilized milk should receive 
careful attention as a means of abating 
disease. Colors infantum is quito preva- 
lent, and thirteen Deaths have been 
caused the past year probably emulating 
from milk containing disease. 

The report made a year ago recom- 
mending changes in the eonsti u •ti »n of 
the contagious wards of the Newton 
Cottage Hospital is embodied in the 
annual report. The board recommended 
referring the ventilation to a committee 
and suggested tho indirect system. 
Nothing has born dono and the ventila- 
tion of the dtptheria and scarlet fever 
wards has been pronounced inadequate 
by the state authorities when the wards 
are full. A diet kitchen and laundry 
were constructed in connection with the 
small pox ward by request of tho hoard, 
and tho ventilation b.v fireplaces can 
easily be supplemented by the ititroduc- 
Mon of hot water heating. For the con- 
tagious w irds a biick vuilt fur disinfect- 
ing clothing was recommended, out has 
uot yet been cons* t noted. 

The results so far obtained such as 
improved ventilation in the Georgia 
Leeson ward emphasize the necessity of 
continuing the changes re ainameuded. 

The finances of the hospital have been 
su tli the p ist year that und mbtedly 
many of the changes have been delayed 
from lack of funds. 

Four cases of g andors have oocured, 
in all of which prompt action was taken 
by the board. 

On Alderman Sheppard’s motion the 
report was accepted. 

The petitions of Arthur L. Coe and 
others, and I) ivid T. lnglis and other- 
relative to the drainage <»f the Mague 
meadows were placed on file. 

Dr. Baker referred to (he need of 
prompt action in securing proper venti- 
lation at the oid Clafiiu school and of- 
feied an order that the state inspector 
be requested to examine the sanitary 
and veutilatiug appliances of all the 
school houses and other pubfio build- 
ings with the agent and report to the 
board at as early a date as possible.

Iu relation to doctrine there are two 
| facts which become evident, to everyone. 
There are beliefs in things which effect 
the lite, ami side by side with these are 
beliefs in things which are not practiced, 
and which fail to affect one's lite. 

Man was represented hy the speakor 
as the central figure hemmed on the one 
sido* with saintly possibilities reaching 
toward mgelic things, and on the other 
side the less noble possibilities of man 
becoming hrutisti as a devil. 

Tlie summing up oi tho life of an 
angel imy he represented by Love. 

On the other band the devil in man to 
may he represented by thorough selfish- 
, ness only. Man is equally capable ot 
j becoming tided with love aud tho attend- 
ing notnliiies of character or of becoin- 
, ing thoroughly selfish. 

The saint, a step between man and tho 
highest aim. contains a greater propor- 
tion of love and noble aspiration and a 
lesser degree of selfishness, while the 
h d t way step between man and thorough 
selfish less contains more of tho 1 il tor 
and a smaller proportion of love. 

The angelic represents man as con- 
trolled hy high aims with intellectual 
power to «hs >rh aud reason out original 
n diets, but selfishness is in tho control 
of desire only, with low aims and boliefs 
in personal wants. 

'I’he belief ot the speculator is a 
"speculative belief,” which has no in- 
fi nonce on the life ot man. I’nore ate 
practical beliefs which do not affect oin-’s 
lite A gardener may believe iu sunshine 
and warmth and iu choice seeds. An- 
other believes in riiu aud moisture. 
TId two cannot work the same garden. 

A strong partisan politician cannot be 
lievo and work in his opponent’s caucus. 
Eicn works out. his belief in his own 
manner with perfect harmony. 

But there are tilings iu which persons 
of opposite belief may work together, 
men ot different religious beliefs, or a 
leligious mail and an infidel may join iu 
a temperance reform movement and 
work harmoniously, but they cannot 
joiu with the ruinseller. Those things 
in which one is trained and which be 
come a strong belief affect the lite of 
man and a spectacular belief may become 
regulative aud effect the lite.

Cougivss proposes to cut down Indian 
appropriations from the atnouut asked 
lor by the commissioner. There are wise 
retrenchments. Is this one? Is it bu- 
ctuse Indian affairs have not progressed 
that it is proposed to cut down Indian 
appropriations? The country knows 
that these affairs have never beeu so 
prospeious. Ls it because it the luuiaus 
are educated, the whole rationing and 
and agency business will be scattered to 
the winds and tile Indians come to lie .a 
vealth-producing, tax-paying people? 
To do away witn tho agencies will do 
away with ail immetis expense aud a 
petty tyranny wholly at variance with 
American ideas of human rights aud 
opportunities? Ah, yes; but how much 
these pla es and salaries help tho wire- 
pulling of elections! To do away with 
the agencies will do away with one 
means of party corruption on both sides. 
Is this why the present Congress pro- 
poses to cut down the appropriations for 
Indian education? 

The money to he appropriated is largo 
ly the Indian’s own money which the 
nation, as guardian, is bound to spend 
for what will do them the greatest good.

Vory few people aro ho Kimpic-mindod 
as to nccopt the atory which wan Rent 
out with tlio aunouneonieut of the new 
coni combination that the purpoRO wan 
that of economizing the coat of produc- 
tion in tlio intorcat of the conaumer. 

ThiB ia not the end for which truata 
aro created. They aro formed for tlio 
purpoRe of taking moro money from the 
public than their members could take 
when acting independently. And tlio 
mothoda of the truata, by which this ia 
done, are the cruahing out of competi- 
tion, tho reatriction of production and 
tlio “regulation” of prices-- by which ia 
meant, the placing of prices at tho high- 
est notch which the public will bunr. 

There liavo been combinations in tho 
authracito coal bnaitieas before thia oue, 
and they have had more or leas success 
in aqecziug the public on one hand and 
tho miners on the other. The late 
Franklin B Gowau had a vison of a vaat 
consolidated* monopl#, but he did not 
roalize hi* dream and died by Ilia own 
hand in a Washington hotel. And to-day 
the wires bring tho news of the death of 
Ludwig Marx, who sunk a great fortune 
in this Hchcmo of Gowan’s, just as the 
idea became a reality. 

But none of tho former coal combina- 
tions approached the magnitude of the 
new trust. Nearly three-fourths of the 
entire business ia brought under one 
control; and this means practically the 
control of tho whole. 

It is a vaat machine for the manipula- 
tion of an article ot universal uac and 
necessity among tho people, and its 
effect is greatly to be feared. 

Tho only hope is that it may go to 
pieces as its predecessors have done; or 
that the laws which we have may lie 
found applicable to ita restraint. But 
the law is slow and uncertain, trusts in 
those days are craftily managed, and if 
relief is to come it is more likely to be 
found in another direction. 

There is no doubt, considering the in- 
crease in the use of bituminous coal, 
that the removal of the duty upon this 
article would do much to protect the 
public. It would at least encourage tho 
uso of a substitute for the article which 
the great monopoly controls. 

Further thau this, it is impossible to 
anticipate a remedy. But it is certain 
that the peoplo will find one. For com- 
binations to control those things which 
are necessary to existence will not long 
bo tolerated.

Gov. Ann's and Mr. Hume. 

Ex-Gov, Ames does not propose to be 
throttled on the taritl' question, lie 
knows that the business interests wbicli 
ho represents, and which others repre- 
sent., would bo vastly improved by a re- 
duction or a removal of the tax on raw 
materials. It was, perhaps, unfortunate 
for him to select the tax on ciuarK as an 
instance of tho injustice of tho McKinley 
bill, although undoubtedly that tax is a 
decidedly objectionable one. But there 
was both common sense, economic sound- 
ness, and, we will add, high principle, in 
tho position of ex-Gov. Ames when com- 
pared with that of Mr. Ilume, the presi- 
dent of tlio New England Club, who fol- 
lowed him, and who said: “Your iron 
industry, your cigar industry, your paper 
industiy are of no account. You will 
get dollars enough. What we want in 
this country is firm adherence to ques- 
tions of principle.” This was very fine 
as a piece of political buncombe; but it 
moaut nothing. The principle Mr. Hume 
was supporting was that which taxes 
sixty oilo millions of peoplo for the pur- 

K o.se of increasing the prolits of a few 
undred thousand. It. may be that Gov. 
Ames’ iron industry, from the standpoint 
of the high protectionist, 'is of no account ; 
but it is clearly not Mr. Carnegie's iron 
industry, uor the iron industiy of tho 
syndicate of Pennsylvania, for this lias 
for nearly a generation controlled the 
construction of our tariff ached ulcs.

Ex-Governor Ames’s speech to the 
Middlesex Club, last, night, will attract 
more attention than all the others made 
on the occasion, although, unlike Mr. 
Isaac II. Bromley, Mr* A mes did not at- 
tempt to gild the Republican past with 
rhetorical beauties, or essay an elaborate 
review of the fundamental differences 
between the two putties, as did Mon. 
Warner Miller. The ex-governor, in his 
common sense, direct and forcible way, 
said that the Republicans went too far 
in passing tin* McKinley bill and raising 
the duties all along the line, when the 
preceding campaign was conducted on 
the idea of reducing duties. Mr. Ames 
uttered a solemn truth when averring 
that “there is no sanctity in a duty.” 
Argal, it cun, without violating any eco- 
nomic or moral law, he decreased at any 
time. The tenor of ev- Governor Ames's 
speech was altogether against the bill, 
as framed by McKinley and Reed, and oil 
that account it will have considerable 
effect, as its author is known to have ex- 
tensive experience in certain industrial 
branches. There are thousands upon 
thousands of Republicans in the North 
who believe witli our ox-governor that 
tho Fifty-first Congress went too far 
when it adopted a tariff hill framed to 
holster up certain favored interests.

Tlio bungling diplomacy in South Ameri- 
ca. and especially tlio crowning blunder 
of intentionally biinging the country to 
tho verge of war after Chile’s apology 
had arrived in Washington, has been so 
unprofitable and unpopular that an at- 
tempt to retrieve the foreign affairs’ re- 
cord of the Administration by important 
negotiations making for peace nnd trade 
is altogether desirable and quite legiti- 
mate ns politics. 


Tho Springfield Republican says:— 
The western makers of agricultural im- 
plements seem to regard with indiffer- 
ence tlio bill proposed in the House 
removing the duties on tlieso manu- 
i act tires. They point out Mint, they are 
already successfully competing with 
foreigners in tho latter’s markets, and in 
that case they ought to be able to bold 
their own markets, however free trade 
may be.

The annual session of tho east rn oon* 
vocation of tho Episcopal church 
wan hold in Gisco Church, Tuesday. 

There was a large a* tendance at the 
morning service*, inclu ling many of the 
clergy, among others Rev. Dr. Hankins 
of Concord, Rev. Mr. Prescott of Boston, 
Rev. l)i. Chambre, Rev. T. E. Fains of 
Waltham, Rev. Dr. Abtiott of Cirnhridge 
and Rev W. II. Rand ot Watertown. 

The sermon was delivered by Bishop 
Brooks, lie depicted life ns a whole. 
It was made up, he said, of ittiugglcH 
and failures, joys and blessings. It can- 
not he judged by one phase ol wretched- 
ness. There are many temptations, and 
the individual falters before yielding. 
God knows all of • lie struggle and the 
fall, of the miserable moments alter the 
yielding, and Hie pangs of conscience. 
Ho may condemn and punish, hut lie can- 
not curse. He recognizes the element 
of good that pleaded for resistance. 

The good and evil are blended into one 
conception of what human life is, and 
the analysis of tlio whole nature is ne- 
cessary for a comprehension of the total 
life. Those who scoff at religion see 
only a part, and not the whole truth. 
They would say miracles do not happen. 
They have no conseption of a majestic 
being, moving among men. They do not 
recognize the fact that to Him the res- 
ponse ot nature was greater than to or- 
dinary men. Nature does not speak in 
mirnclcs to t lie ordinary man. 

A religious truth by itself, out of posi- 
tion witli the whole fabric of truth, does 
not perhaps impress one. The despera- 
tion that, conies from human pain may 
cause men to curse God. He sees a part 
of life and not the whole. One must in- 
sist on seeing the whole. He who lets 
Christ hear witness that suffering i caul's 
in making men purer and better must 
acknowledge the sacredness and perfec- 
tion of the whole life, lie who grarps 
the whole truth touches God. Ho can- 
not curse God. 

A celebration of the holy communion 
followed the sermon, aud the benediction 
was then pronounced by Bishop Brooks. 

The musical service was especially in- 
teresting, the ^irocessionnl hymn before 
the sermon, the offertory anthem and 
the retrocessioual hymn beiug rendered 
by the Grace church choir of men and 
hoys, under the direction of Mr, II. B. 
Day. 

The afternoon exercises commenced at 
S o’clock and until the adjournment, at 
about 5.80 p. m., the time was occupied 
by the reading <>f essays on “The Bap- 
tism for the Dead,” Rev. J. W. Sutcr; 
“The Administration of Baptism,” Rev. 
W. H. Williams: “Perils to the Church 
iu This Age,” Rev. .1. II. Van Buren. 

The auditorium of the church was well 
tilled during the exercises of the evening. 
Bishop Brooks presided, an t addresses on 
“The Spread of Chtistian Faith at Home 
and Abroad” were delivered hv Rev. F. 
B. Allen, Rev. J. B. Wicks and Rev. H. 
Bediuger.

GOV. RUSSELL. 

AT THE ORAM) ARMY BANQUET. 

There was no better speech at tlio G. 
A. R. banquet in Fauuil Hall last week 
thau that of Gov. Russell. Wo might 
suppose that he had the Newton Momoii- 
al Hull iu mind when he said: 

“1 liavo often spoken of the education 
which comes to us younger meu Irom all 
that recalls the patriotic services of the 
past. 

“To many of us tho war, with its glori- 
ous purpose, its patriotism aud its hero- 
ism, was quite beyond our youthful com- 
prehension. 

"My recollections of it are as a little 
child in the primary school picking lint 
for tlie soldiers, watching fiom day to 
day for the rising of the old flag which I 
meant a victory for our troops and a holi- 
day for us, and then, being one of tho 
thousand* of school children who wel- 
comed home the veterans with our songs 
wbile we strewed their path with our 
flowers. 

“Ii was not the privilege of all of us to 
he iu vigorous mauhood in those grand 
days when it was good to live. 

“But now the memorials, which te- 
mind us of the past, while they do not 
recall to us personal suffering and uu- 
sellisb sacrifice, vet lliuy have for us 
their full meaning and most tender senti- 
ment. 

“They constantly tench us the lessons 
of patriotism, how bravely others met 
the duty of their day, and how much 
they suffered for love of country, anti 
how great is the responsibility upon us 
to maintain in their full vigor our 
country and its institutions which have 
been preserved aud consecrated by battle 
and bloodshed 

“Every soldiers’ monument is not only 
a tilting tribute to patriotic deeds, lint uu 
inspiration for the generations who lol- 
low them. Memorial day, tilled with 
loving tender sentiments, the nation’s 
remembrance of the nation’s defenders, 
will forever, in its touching ceremonies, 
uplift and educate our people. 

"I bail with pleasure everything which 
recalls tins glorious past. 

“The time will never come when our 
Commonwealth can afford to neglect or 
to forget the education of such memori- 
als. 

‘•\Vu count as a privilege the oppoi Ut- 
ility of coming iu touch with the veter- 
ans, of extending to them the heartiest 
greeting of the Common wealth aud of 
catching from their preseiue the inspira- 
tion to try and do our duly as bravely as 
they have done their*.

AN EARLY FORECAST. 

It is a little early yet to talk about 
Congressional candidates in tho now 
Eleven ih district, but the Hoston Post 
has been writing up the aspirants for 
the Republican nomination, and the dis- 
cussion has some interest. 

It is no secret that Oen. W. F. Draper 
wants the nomination aud will do all lie 
cau to secure it, but there is no reason 
that wo know of why Newton should do 
anything to help him secure it. Milford 
did not help Newton to auy groat extent 
when Newton had a candidate, who was 
in every way tho superior of Gen. Drap- 
er, and Newton will rather enjoy sitting 
down and seeing him hustle. Gen. 
Draper would certainly seoure no votes 
outside of his own party, and his ex- 
treme protectionism would lose him 
many Republican votes. 

E'iwiu U. Curtis of Ward 21, Boston, 
is said to he in the tight, and as he was 
formerly city clerk of Boston, he kuows 
the political ropes aud is a lively hustler, 
with a small army of young Associates in 
full sympathy with him. 

Besides these two there are other can- 
didates of more liberal sympathies and 
more statesmanliko qualities, among 
whom are ex-Senator Ge jrge Makepeace 
Towle of Brookline, who is a man of 
great ability, a good deal of a statesman 
and noted as an author and lecturer. 
His course in the senate showed him to 
possess the right kind of independence, 
and to be something more than a mere 
party automaton. He would receive 
many independent votes, and would 
stand a good chance of an election. 

Representative W. II. Powers of Hyde 
Park ih also understood to be in tbo list 
of dark horses, and it was to him that 
was largely due the passage of a fair re- 
districting bill last year. lie refused to 
wear Mr. Lodge’s collar, and like Mr. 
Towle has a good deal of independence 
in his mental make-up. lie is a moder- 
ate protectionist and either Mr. Towle or 
Mr. Powers would be stronger in New- 
i«n than an extreme McKiuley man like 
Gen. Draper. 

The Marlboro Republican, which claims 
to be the Republican organ of that con- 
gressional distiicl, treats Senator Dawes 
not only with discourtesy, but descends 
to vulgar abuse in tbe following: 

Grandmother Dawes has begun her 
•arnpaigti for another election to the 
Dni red States Senate, by having the fol- 
lowing printed in nearly ail the papers in 
the state: ‘‘During the thirty-live years 
that Senator Dawes has been in Congress, 
he has been absent because of sickness 
but two days, until quite recently, when 
he had a slight attack of lumbago.” ll 
might be added that during all that 35 
years he has not done one act that bad 
resulted in any benefit whatever to the 
state of Massachusetts or to the country. 
For years ids energies and time have 
been devoted to scnimental gush over 
the red devils of the western frontier. 
An Indian cannot be civilized, and 
Grandmother Dawes has not yet found 
it out. Dawes has been in his dotage for 
years, so ion't let’s hear auy more about 
re-electing him. 

Senator Dawes may not cut so great a 
figure as Senators Quay or II i 11. but be 
has never cast discredit on tin- state, aud 
his labors for the Indians have been un- 
selfish and productive of good. This 
much it is only justice to say of him, but 
we agree with the Marlboro organ iu one 
thing, aud that is that the interests of 
Massachusetts demand that she should 
have Senators who will look after them 
more closely than either Senator Dawes 
or Senator Hoar has done, and if such 
men had been chosen iu the past, our 
state interests would not have been so 
utterly disregarded as they have been. 

Congressman Williams is making a 
gallant fight against free silver coinage 
and his minority report goes right to 
the point aud demolishes the fallacies 
of the free silver fauatics without mercy, 
lie accnses them of a deliberate attempt 
to debase the currency by ‘‘forcing a 
depreciated dollar upon the country.” 
This distiict is fortunate iu having a 
man of Mr. Williams courage to repre- 
sent it, the couutry is also fortunate iu 
having such a man to defend tiie cause 
of souud inouey. Ilis report is iu strik- 
ing contrast to the lame aud timid way 
in which the sound mouoy men iu 
previous Congresses have opposed the 
free silver* men. What the cause of 
houest money needs is more men iu 
-Congress who have the courage of their 
convictious. It U not to be supposed, 
however, that Mr. Bland aud the other 
representatives of t lie silver tniue owners 
will be iutiueuced by auy arguments that 
cau be brought forwuid. The only hope 
is that the people who favor an honest 


So much lias boon Hiiid of that $1500 
contributed to the Prohibition state com- 
mittee and Mr. W. H. Partridge, the 
chairman, has boon so sovoroly censured 
by some Republican politicians, that it is 
a matter of public iutorest that tho whole 
affair has as last boon cleared up. Mr. 
.Tamos R. Mnrdon was the financial agent 
of tho committoo, and at the meoting on 
Wednesday he appeared and stated that 
he roceivod the $1500 and paid it out. 
The monoy camo from an eminently re- 
spectable citizen of tho highest charac- 
ter, who made tho contribution because 
of his love for tho cause of prohibition, 
and that in no way, either directly or in- 
directly, was tho monoy received from 
any representative, offi rial or unofficial, 
of the Democratic party, Mr. Mardou did 
not know the po itics of tho douor.

peared for tho plaiutiffs. in the equity 
session of the Superior court, Thursday, 
and Messers J. Q. A. Brackett and Sam- 
uel J. Elder for tho defence. Tho claim 
is made that Mr. Crino has violated his 
contract with the company, by starting 
another corporation to manufacture 
police and fire alarm signal apparatus. 
Mr. Crane was the first witness, aud 
there are a large number of others to bo 
examined. 

TnE Insurance Committee of tho legis- 
lative aro having a lively hearing on tho 
short term endowment societies and the 
question of winding them all up. Col. 
E. H. Haskell, representing the Associat- 
ed Board of trade of Boston favored 
winding them all up, but the companies 
had four of the most prominent lawyers 
iu tbe state to look after their interests. 
Mr. Keyes of Concord said that ho repre. 
touted the ‘‘Forgotten Man,” the certifi- 
cate holders, who were too poor tosecuro 
the services of the most distinguished 
lawyers in tho stnto. 

The legislative committee on drainage 
will give a hearing on sewerage assess- 
ments next Thursday at the State H ouse 
when several orders, among them a plan 
proposed by Mr. S. L. Powers of this city 
will he discussed. It is hoped that the 
people of Newton who are interested in 
having some equitable plan of assessment 
adopted will he represented, oven if they 
1 cannot be present. 

Some of tbo Newton Delegates to the 
Democratic Congressional Convention, 
to elect a delegate to Chicago, say that 
there is a strong feeling in favor of Mr. 
W. J. Follett, and they are going to do 
their best to get him elected. Mr. Fol- 
lett is an enthusiastic Cleveland man, 
aud that is the sentiment also of the 
Democrats of Newton. 

Governor Russell approves of the 
bill to pay the governot of the state an 
adequate salary but he does not believe , 
in having it apply to this year. Govern- | 
or Russell is not a salary-grabber.

THE MILLION DOLLAR MANTLE. 

A rrln-IrM (inrmrnt That lln* Envrl 
1 lie Kortnn of llitwitllnn l\ Inert*. 

A valuable collection of Hiuvaiiar. 
feather war cloaks and capes is on ex- 
hibition at tho National museum. One 
>f the cloaks, the largest in the collec- 
tion, is of immense vatno. It is known 
is tho ‘‘million dollar mantle.” It once 
enveloped the kingly form of Kekuaska- 
fian, one of the highest chiefs of the 
Sandwich islands, in whose reign it was 
completed nearly a hundred years after it 
was liegnn. Upon the death of Ke- 
fcuoflkalinn, who fell in battle, it be- 
taine tho property of his enemy. King 
Kamehameha III. by whom it was pre- 
sented to Captain J. li. Auliek, of the 
United States navy. 

Tho foundation of this most ro mark- 
able cloak is a network of olonn or “na- 
tive hemp,” and to it are attached by 
threads of the same material feathers of 
native birds found only in the Hawaiian 
islands. The entire body of tbo mantle 
is made up of small rod and yellow 
feathers, the latter ones being obtained 
from the Oo or Uho (Moo nobilis), 11 
bird extremely rare and possessing but 
one or two of these yellow feathers 
which are found under the wings. This 
bird is captured alive by means of the 
“lime trap," and when deprived of the 
precious leathers is set at liberty. Great 
prize is put on theso feathers by tho 
crown. They aro used as money in buy- 
ing and selling, and are accepted by tho 
government in payment of taxes. Tito 
red feathers art; obtained from the most 
abundant bird of tho islands, the Dro- 
ponis coccinea. 

In tho “million dollar mantle” the 
feathers are placed so as to overlap, thus 
giving a smooth surface to the exterior 
of the cloak. Tho upper and lateral 
borders of the mantle aro decoratod with 
alternate tufts of red, yellow and black 
feathers, but only oii tho margin are the 
black feathers used, which aro obtained 
from tho Uho. in the center of tho mantle 
is a large crescent shaped figuro of yel- 
low feathers, surrounded by a bolt of red, 
which blends in tho middle of tho belt 
on either side with a succeeding stripe of 
red. tho outer margins of which aro di- 
vided by two wedgo shaped processes 
of yellow. 

From this last named figure on eithoi 
side to the circumferences aro alternate 
parallel stripes of yellow and red about 
six inches broad. Tho upper circum 
ference of the cloak, where it fastem- 
abont tho neck, is about twenty inches, 
the lower one being seven or seven ami 
a half feot, thus forming u cloak capable 
of amply enveloping a very large (kt- 
son. The mantle is protected hv a hand- 
some ease and its beauty advantageously 
displayed by a background of bluo vel- 
vet. 

There are two other capes in the col- 
lection, very much smaller, and two 
boas. The larger of the capes is little 
more than a collar, its upper and lower 
circumferences being but seventeen and 
sixty-six inches, respectively. The entiro 
body is of yellow ^feathers, having but 
two small crescents of red in the center. 

Tho remaining capo, virtually a red 
one. has only two small designs of yel- 
low feathers aud consequently is much 
less valuable. 

The boas made from the feathers of 
the Uho are about two feet in length, 
and Listen about tbo neck with liempcu 
cords. 

The feather garments were at one 
time considered the greatest possessions 
of tho crown, but the costumes of Eu- 
ropean and American manufacture have 
superseded them, and they are no longer 
mauufactnred on tho islands.— Wash- 
ington Post. 

Letter Writing In Ainerivii. 

Americans are the greatest letter writ- 
ing people on the globe. Of the fifty 
odd billion pieces of mail which are 
posted in the world every year nearly 
8, (KK 1,000,000 go through the post offices 
of the United States. We spend every 
year more than $52 .000,000 for postage, 
and during the year 180! American 
tongues licked tho bucks of $87,000,000 
worth of sticky stamps. 

Tho postage stamps sold every year 
tho world over far surpasses in value 
tho riches »»f Jay Gould or the Roths- 
childs, and the postage stamp industry 
of the world is u»o of the greatest fac- 
tors in the machinery which moves the 
universe today. And yet postage stamps 
are of comparatively recent origin. It 
is barely fifty years ago since they were 
first used in England, and in 1847 con- 
gress first uutliorized their nso in the 
United States. -Louisville Courier' Jour- 
nal. 


Biggest Fmhrellu In the Wnrltl. 

It is -oiid that the biggest umbrella in 
the world has been made for tint nst* of 
a west African king. The umbrella, 
which can he closet I iu the usual man- 
ner, is twenty-one feet in diameter and 
is affixed to a polished mahogany stuff - 
of the same length. The canopy is made 
of India straw, and has a score of straw 
tassels aud a border of crimson satin. 
On the top is a pine shaped straw orna- 
ment which terminates in a gilded cone. 
When in use the umbrella is fixed in the 
ground, and under its shelter the king is 
able to entertain thirty guests at dinner.

A HOME IN VENICE. 

AN ENGLISHMAN’S IDEAL ABODE 
IN THE CITY OF CANALS. 

\ Venetian Pal uro, It** Tremnnm of Art 

and Personal tutor**! A l>w of tho 

Many Ornament*, Picture*, Hook* and 

lilt* of Hnrc Hric-n-Hrnc. 

When Home five and twenty years ago 
Sir Hehry Layard resolved to make for 
himself, and for the treasures of nrt 
which lto had gathered from tho four 
Winds of heaven, a home in Venice, he 
found, fortunately enough, that the Ca’ 
(or Casa) Capelin was just at the very 
moment at his disposal. It had been the 
alHxlo for several years of an English 
man who had just died, and who had 
left Mr. Malcolm, then well known 
among tho English residents and now 
their doyen, his executor. A friendship 
had long existed between Mr. Malcolm 
and Sir Hem y Layard, bom of similar- 
ity of - taste, which 1ms ripened with 
many years of neighborhood and inter- 
course. 

It was thus that the Ca’ Cnpello came 
into the hands of Sir Henry Layard, and 
from thnt day it has been his home. 
Hither in the intervals of his ministerial 
duties, his missions and his visits to his 
English kinsfolk, he has returned with 
over growing zest and affection. Here 
I 10 has surrounded himself with a fine 
library, a noble collection of pictures 
aud bronzes, marbles and mosaics, tap- 
estries. ancient furniture and bric-a- 
brac, relics of tho past, tho fqioils of n 
long and varied career. Here, too, in 
tho year 183H, he brought his wife, a 
daughter of the late Sir John Guest. 

It is barely possiblo to reach tho Ca’ 
Capello on foot. You may cross the 
Rialto and hoar toward the left through 
and across a series of tortuous and intri- 
cate calli, but tho two handsome gon- 
dolas, reposing on the broad bosom of 
tho canal at the door of Ca* Capello. 
which has every right to l>e called the 
front, suggest to the callers the only 
rational method of entrance. It has 
been said tlmt the house is uot one of 
tho largest; its aspect, however, is un- 
doubtedly one of the most attractive in 
the most beautiful highway in the world. 

THE HOUSE. 

The two sides of the house, one in the 
Rio di Han Polo, tin* principal, with the 
porch on tho Grand canal, giro scope for 
a display of color which elsewhere might 
suggest garishness, but which in Venice, 
par excellence the city of many colors, 
is natural and pleasing. As your gon- 
dola reaches the broad flight of steps be- 
hind the tall green pali, you cannot fail 
to notice that every window sill hears 
its burden of flowers after our English 
fashion, and that the portico is a veritable 
floral bower, with a conservatory over 
it, in which, l>eside the greenery, an im- 
mense Venetian, glass chandelier is a 
most striking object. It is a mass of [ 
vine with depending black grapes, great 
creeping convolvuluses, canarionsis and 
white jessamin, all struggling for life 
apparently, with no inconsiderable de- 
gree of success, on the trellis work 
which supports ‘them. 

As is common in Italian private resi- 
dences, what we ordinarily describe at 
home as tho ground floor is given up to 
the servants and the domestic offices of 
the establishment. A broad staircase 
on the left of the entrance, on either 
side of which, fixed in the wall, is a frag- 
ment of sculpture from Nineveh, leads 
into a hall of noble proportions which 
divides the house itself into two une- 
qual parts. Here some of the larger 
pieces of furniture, such as the cabi- 
nets. tire to he found; and here, too, a 
pair of admirable three-quarter length 
portraits of Sir Henry and Lady Lay- 
ard, painted iu Madrid by Paluuiroli, 
head of the Spanish academy at Rome, 
face each other. Another portrait of 
Sir Henry Layard challenges an even 
closer inspect i* m -that, namely, by Lud- 
wig Passim, which was shown in the ex- 
hibition of the Royal academy. Large 
reception rooms give out on either side 
of tho hall, and. like it. all are floored 
with terrazza, a material which to its 
great Ixwity odds the advantage of be- 
ing absolutely uninflammable. 

TAHTKFIT I . FU UN I8IIING8. 

The dining room and tho drawing 
rooms are filled, Hut not crowded, with 
beautiful works of art, including mas- 
terpieces of such painters as Gentile 
Beilini, Bouafazio, SohuHtiau del Piotnbo 
and many other famous Italian masters. 
Nor are the exquisite and delightful 
productions of the furnaces and work- 
rooms of Muniuo forgotten. Of the 
modern Venetian glassblowing proc- 
esses, Sir Henry is most indisputably 
the founder, aud some of the most per 
feet specimens of this beautiful art are, 
as it is iittiug, to l>o seen in his house, 
as well as some beautiful inlay work, 
and the admirable woodwork by Biraghi, 
who executed the famous double stair- 
case in walnut wood for Lord Wiui- 
bornc. at Canfnrd, tinder Sir Henry’s 
directions. 

Sir •Henry’s own sunctuiu is on the 
upper floor of tho Casa. Here arc 
records and memorials of u more per- 
sonal kind than were noticed iu the 
lower reception room, and umoug 
them the Englishman does not fail to 
notice the framed certificate on illumi- 
nated vellum, headed “Challis, Mayor,” 
which sets forth the bestowal of the 
honorary freedom of tho c;ity of Lou- 
don upon Austen Henry Layard. Here, 
too, are some noble bronze figures, 
portfolios, huge volumes bound in vel- 
lum aud gold, and a host of books— 
nearly all, it may bo remarked, of quite 
modern literature— toget her with the 
latest periodicals. It is characteristic 
of Sir Henry Luyard'b wide and com- 
prehensive intellect tlmt, identified as 
he is in the impulur imagination with 
tho history of the remotest past of 
which we have any knowledge, there is 
uo living man more completely what 
the slang of tho duy calls “up to date.” 
—London World.

Txvo kinds of boring son snails sup* 
plied in ancient times the most fntnotu 
of all <lyes. knoxvn ns Tyrian purplo. 
which was considered too splendid to he 
xvorn by any but kings and noble*. One 
pound of wool dyed with it xvas worth 
$175, the process by which it was ex- 
tracted being very tedious and six 
pounds of dye liquor being required for 
staining a pound of xvool. The liquor 
was procured by placing the very small 
whelks in a mortar nml crushing them. 
Vo this the animals extracted from the 
larger shells were added, as well as cer- 
tain proportions of urine and xxniter in 
which the snails Imd been allowed to 
putrefy, in the mixture thus com- 
pounded the cloth or wool to be dyed 
xvas soaked, being afterward exposed to 
light. Chemists say that by this proc- 
ess there was effected a transformation 
of uric acid into purpttrate of ammonia, 
termed for short “muroxide,” because 
one of tlio two species of snails used was 
the tnnrejc. The other species was what 
is known as the purpura. 

The murex and purpura were mixed 
in tho process in the proportion of twe 
to one. Fabrics thus dyed had a very 
surprising and beautiful offect of color, 
presenting metallic green reflections 
from one point of view and in others 
showing broxvn and purple tints. Chem- 
ists for some time imagined that the 
iridescence of the f athers of humming 
birds and peacocks was caused by a sub- 
stance of the nature of muroxide, but it 
is known now that these brilliant hues 
are occasioned by a structure of the 
feathers which breaks up tho light. 
Muroxide is now obtained from guano 
as well as from mollusks.— Interview in 
Washington Star. 


Reekie** Waste of Flowers. 

The extravagant use of flowers in 
fashionable circles is almost reckless. 
Evidently the tender fehling of tho late 
Lord Lytton toward tho lovely blossoms 
has little counterpart. “What.” said 
he. “have the (lowers done that they 
should be consigned to graves and 
vaults?” And respecting his xx-ishes. 
Lady Lytton permitted not the smallest 
rosebud nor tiniest violet to be placed in 
his coffin. 

Costly and beautiful boxes and bas- 
kets of flowers are sent to sick friends, 
to he carefully banished from the sick- 
room and waste their sweetness unno- 
ticed aud unappreciated anywhere; at 
every feast utid function flowers are 
everywhere, and are often glanced at 
only to estimate tlioireost; some aesthet- 
ic hostesses, in lieu of howls aud vases 
scattered through the rooms, strew the 
flowers loosely about without water to 
revive their drooping heads, and in 
consequence they quickly fade and die. 
( )ne even went so far as to toss them on 
the divans and throw them over the 
rugs for seated and trampling guests to 
bruise out their delicate fragrance. 
Could anything be more barbarous? To 
real flower lovers this wasteful profu- 
sion approaches a sin.— Her Point of 
View in Nexv York Times.

pestilence, if need lie, believing that 
they have enliRted in a service, boforo 
the heroism ol w hich, the office of tho 
soldier, even amid war’s alarms, lessens 
in the comparison.

Under the thorax tho 
scorpion Inis txvo comblike appendages, 
which are the nntonme (pectinaito). It is 
pretty well settled by physiologists and 
entomologists that in insects the an- 
tenna) represent the organs of hearing. 
These delicate structures are easily 
affected by the vibrations of sound, and 
there can bp no doubt whatever that 
they are also affected by sounds quite 
inaudible to the human car. 

Tho slightest vibration of the at- 
mosphere, from any cause whatever, at 
once puts in motion the delicate struct- 
ures which compose the ateniue, to 
which organs insects owe the power of 
protecting themselves against danger 
as well as the means of recognizing the 
approach of one another. — Loudon Spec- 
tator.

In (In- Depth* of the f'ouistoek Lode. 

Doings In it Omit subterranean City 

with Hundreds of Miles of Streets 

Where Work Never ( 'ease s k 

Very different is tho life loti l»y tho 
minor of the UouiMtock lotlo when on 
duty from Hint « »f tho old California 
gold washer. Tho worn? of his lultors is 
imni’lredM of foot beneath tho oart.li in 
Hubtorranonn regions to whicli no ray of 
sunlight over penetrates. Dr. (juille 
says of tho Comstock minor that when 
ho descends the grout shaft, going down 
and still down from 1.000 to U.OOO foot, 
he leaves behind all tho grand upper 
world, so broadly and bountifully lighted 
up by tho sun. When landed at his sta- 
tion from the car (cage) of his vortical 
cable road he stops forth into quite a 
different world— a world hewn out by 
the hand of man in the realmsof eternal 
darkness, which, just beneath the sur- 
face crust, everywhere enwraps our 
planet. 

All is not dark and dismal iu this arti- 
ficial world On tho contrary, tho great 
stations, tho main working drifts and 
crosscuts and the largo chambers of all 
tho principal levels are lighted up with 
lamps and caudles. Iu one of our grout 
mines there is neither day nor night; it 
is always candle light. Absolute pitch 
darkness prevails only in some far away 
and littlo frequented drifts in distant 
parts of a initio. 

When landed at the station of his 
level, dinner bucket in hand, the minor 
trudges away along a narrow subter- 
ranean road to some drift or chamber in 
which lies his work. When on duty in 
the depths he knows not whether it is 
day or night in the world above: whether 
it is cold or warm there, calm or tem- 
pestuous. 

The miner of the Comstock lode may 
bo said to livo aud !ul>or in a city be- 
neath a city There are streets and 
crosscuts through which he may travel 
miles and miles nt points from 1,000 to 
*2.000 feet beneath the cities on the sur- 
face — Virginia and Gold Hill. Tho 
great underground city— in which is suf- 
ficient lumber to build twenty towns, 
each of 5.000 people*. Inis its busy places 
as well as its lonely aud silent nooks 
and sections At the stations of the 
great hoisting shafts, where many men 
tiro employed on the several levels, cars 
loaded with ore are seen arriving and 
departing. 

IN THE DEPTHS. 

Great lamps with glaring reflectors 
t similar to the headlight of a locomotive) 
light up the station, which is an under- 
ground hall largeenough fora first class 
ball room; and the main drifts radiat- 
ing from the station to different parts of 
the level also have their lights, the line 
of which extends so far away that the 
most distaut seen seems a mere spark or 
(H)int or light, like tho most distant star 
visible in tho heavens — a tnoro pulsing 
t witikler 

Tho station has much tlio appearance 
of the store or lumber room of some big 
factory of the surface world. Along the 
floor against the side walls nre seen 
coils of rope, boxes of candles, tools and 
many small lots of various other arti- 
cles required on the level. Also in the 
station is seen a huge cask of ice water — 
water in which several small icebergs 
are Hoatiug — and against the side of tlio 
cask hangs a big tin dipper; that is, it 
so hangs when it lias a moment's rest, 
hut it is almost constantly in tlio hands 
of some thirsty soul. 

At each level (generally about 100 feet 
down tho shaft from tho point where 
ore is first encountered) there is such a 
station as l have described. It is tlio 
center of life on each level, though at 
several points on the level there may bo 
ut work in the ore breast considerable 
squads of men. From such sections of 
the mino at certain times come the 
booms of blasts, sounding like a distant 
cannonade. When one is in a drift in 
the vicinity of the si»ot where one of tho 
big dynamite blasts is fired one feels 
more than hem's it. The concussion of 
the air in tho narrow drift painfully 
strains the drum of the ear, and even at 
a distance the sensation is disagreeable. 

HIGH TEMPERATURE. 

The mines of the Comstock are now 
much better ventilated than before 
drifts connected the several main shafts 
and winzes of the many levels. Ktill the 
work of the miner is often iu a hot aud 
stifling atmosphere. Very frequently 
his work is at tho face of a long pros- 
specting Grift, whore the only air he has 
to breathe is tlio scant supply pumped 
down to him through a pipe from the 
surface, as though lie were a pearl diver 
fathoms beneath the sea. The place in 
winch ho works at times shows a tem- 
perature of from 100 to 110 dogs., or 
even us high as l^Odegs. lit such places 
ho is stripped of all clothing but a 
breech clout (heavy shoes protect his 
foot and ho wears a cap to keep, the sand 
from the slaking rock out of his hair), 
yet perspiration streams from every 
[Hire of his body. But for tlio gallons 
on gallons of ice water ho swallows he 
would be baked in his skin like u potato 
—tlie very life blood would be dried in 
his veins. 

Though sweltering and gasping the 
miner must still swing his pick or sledge, 
must still bundle u shovel or crowbar for 
a certain length of time— till tho end of 
his "pass" (of fifteen to twenty minutes), 
when lie cau pass out of the drift to the 
cooling oil' station and send in his part- 
ner to work bis "pass." 

For tho dangers a minor must brave 
and all tho suffering lie must endure 
from heat and bad air (insufficient or 
vitiated) four dollars u day is by uo 
means too large u sum to offer him for 
eight hours work in tho sweltering low- 
er levels. Simply to remain eight hours 
in tho subterranean regions iH worth 
something, not to speak of toiling that 
number of hours ut the hardest of work. 
Visitors who enter the heated regions of 
the silver mines usually find that merely 
to walk through the various drifts, doors 
und chambers is ubout all they care to 
eudure iu tlio way of exercise.— Now 
York Telegram.

And that 
the beautiful Hindoo song so sweetly sung 
by a little American, Miss Lura Maile, 
seemed all the more to break down 
barriers of race and distance. It was with 
the eeho of Master Franklin Wood’s fine 
voice in our ears, the beauty of the message 
“Come unto me,” making the singer for 
the moment forgotten, that w*e watched the 
star-spangled banner as it rose above the 
others at once our flag and our iusplra 
tion.

CARNIVAL OF CI1AHLK8 WARD POST *VO- 
CKSSFt’M-Y OPENED. 

A brilliant, company of ladies and 
gentlemen assembled in Eliot llall, Nc" • 
ton, Monday evening, upon the occasion 
of the formal opening of the carnival 
under the auspices of Charles Ward Tost 
<V2, G. A. U. The doors were thrown 
open to the public at 7 o’clock, and in an 
inoredibly short space of time the spa- 
cious auditorium, accommodating 20<>0 
persons, was thronged with representa- 
tive people. It was certainly a notable 
first night, initiating the week's festivi- 
ties with an eclat which fully assures the 
success of the fair, both from a social 
and financial standpoint. The sceno 
presented in the variety of costumes and 
beauty of surroundings was one to linger 
long in the memory. The plain blue 
garments of the veterans wore, perhaps, 
the least conspicuous in the gathering. 
Many prosent were in full ovening dress, 
and some exquisite gowns were worn by 
the fair sex. The military and naval 
officers wore handsome uniforms and the 
civic guests donned the conventional 
clawhammer. Everything boro evidonco 
of the interest felt in the success of the 
fete and its most worty object, that of 
raising a fund for a memorial building 
in Newton, to bo dedicated to the soldiers 
and sailors who served under tho stars 
and stripes in the war of tho rebellion.

Con- 
tinuing, he .aid: “To some, 18(51 is only 
a memory of throbbing drum audllutter- 
iug flags, of glistening steel aud clauking 
scabbard. To others it is full of heroic 
sacrili :es aud sufferings endured for love 
of country. To posterity, it is history, 
grand, glorious, but it is only history 
without the memories, wituout the relics 
and without the mono men s. Newtou 
did her full duty in 18i5I. Shall she not 
today, with all her wealth, her education 
;ind her veneration lor the tradi iousof 
the past, do her duty by bequeathing to 
posterity a memmial that shall do honor 
and credit t » heist- It and preserve for- 
ever the names of her illustrious sons? 
The answer is yours, not by words, but 
by deeds.” 

Short speeches weie made by Hon. A. 
>. Pinkerton, Department Commander 
Churchill, Col. Carter of Rnmkliue of 
Gov. Russell's stall aud others, at the 
conclusion of whiih the carnival was 
declared formally opened by Mayor 
Hibbard. 

Soon the bum of animated conversa- 
tion gave evideuce that the fair iiad 
begun iu earnest. The attractions at 
the various booths were eagerly scanned 
by tho curious, and the shekels almost 
unconsciously found their way into the 
fair bauds of the pretty girls aud beauti- 
ful women who presided at the tables.

Among them 
are a piece of a ct oss beam from Libby 
prison, a section of a Parrott rifled shell 
taken from the stump of a tree which 
stood near the spot where Stonewa 1 
Jackson was mortally wounded, Cbaucel- 
lorsville, Ya.. May 2, 18(13, and a hat, 
pierced by two miuuiu balls, worn b.v 
(’apt. K. L. Cooper of Cooper’s con- 
federate battery, whieii he was severely 
wounded at the battle of iipoUylvuuia 
Court House. 

Among the variety of pretty aud use- 
ful articles displayed at the tables is a 
silver tea service in a leather satin lined 
rase presented to the post by the Wil- 
iam R igers Manufacturing Company of 
Hartford, Ct.. and a valuable canoe, the 
gift of the Wards 1 and 7 table.

Isaac F. Kingsbury, Maj. J. P. Haviland, 
Capt. William B. Fowle, Sergt. 
Hosea Hyde, Brigade Surgeon A. W. 
Whitney, George S. Boyd, Fred S. Ben- 
son, Albert Plummer. Of the 10 charter 
members, five have passed away aud live 
are stfll living. 

The fir*t meeting was held in Middle- 
sex Hall, and Capt. William B. Fowle 
was elected the first commander. The 
first Memorial day parade occurred May 
30, ISOS, upon which occasion tho local 
fire department and the school children, 
to the number of f> »0, turned out with 
the post. Over 8000 persons attended 
the exercises in the Newton cemetery.* 
Tho post was presented with its first 
stand of colors by the late Thomas Rice. 
Sept. 15, ISOS. 

Ou Sept. 4, 1S09, a fete in aid of tho 
charity fund was held at Tauglewood, 
Capt. W. B. Fowle’s estate, bordering on 
the Charles river.

I THE SCHOOL HOARD TO REMOVE TO NEW 
y CARTERS. ROUTINE WORK. 
i The secoud Febmary meeting of the 
Newton school board called out a good 
attendance, Messrs. Bona, Ober, Brack- 
ett, Luut, Putney, Ilorubrooke, Drew, 
Iiarbacli, Travis aud Mrs. Davis aud Mrs. 
Martin being present. 

President Amos K. Lawrence of Ward 
six presided aud the first business was a 
communication received from the city 
council, notifying the board of au ad- 
ditional appropriation of $100 made to- 
ward paying for the new cauuou for the 

X. II. S. battalion. 

The report of Superintendent Aldrich 
was submitted. Regarding Sec. 0, Chap. 

I, which provides that new classes can 
, be formed only at commuuceinuut of the 

school year, he recommended the re- 
turning to the former method of forming 
classes in September and April. The 
necessity of new maps was urged aud 
the matter was recommended to the text 
book committee. 

The report was referred to the proper 
' committee. 

Mr. Ober for the special committee up- 
pointed to consider the removal of the 
board from the High school building to 
new quarters iu the old Cialiiu school 
house, said that three rooms could be 
procured there. The expense of lilting 
i hem for occupancy would not exceed 
$500. 

He then submitted an order requesting 
the city council to provide quarters for 
the board in the old Claflin school house 
at au expense not exceeding $500. The 
order was adopted. 

'J’he committee on text books recoin- 
, mended and the board adopted Daniel’s 
Latin aud Woodruff's Greek composition 
for use iu the High school to replace 
Jones’ composition, also Die Normal 
Course of Reading, Lippinoott’s New 
Series of Readers, aud Children's Primer 
aud Eggleston’s History for use iu the 
grammar aud primary schools. 

Mr. Homi for the committee on finances 
, offered an order appropriating tho sum 
of $12,794 79 for March expenses, which 
j was adopted, 


Mr. Luut said parents had oomplained 
that, some of the prevailing illness In 
Ward Two was duo to tho sanitary con- 
dition of the old ( ’In flin school house, 
but inspection by the board of health 
aud state authorities had found the 
sanitary condi ions of the school house 
in excellent condition. 

Mr. Bon! reported for tho commit too 
ou truancy, recommending that the city 
counoil he requested to amend the city 
ordinance relating to truancy so that 
truants may he sent to the Norfolk, 
Bristol and Plymouth Union Truant 
school at Walpole. A long discussion 
I followed on the cost of the change and 
the necessity for a change. The Liw- 
| ronoe school which had boon used was 
| full and some placo of commitment 
| seemed desirable. 

| Mr. Harwood presented a petition 

I signed by Mrs. Avery L. Rand and 
twenty other ladies of Ward Six, request- 
! iug that tho school sessions in that ward 
lio changed from two to one daily, 8.30 
i a. m. to 1 p. m. with a half hour intor 
mission. It was referred, 
i Tho additional appropriation passod 
i by the city council to pay for the cannon 
w;i' then taken up. 

Mr. Obor moved it be used for the 
purpose for which it was appropriated 
which was seconded by Mr. Ilorubrooke 
an! the motion passed, only two voting 
against it. 

An order offered by Mr. Bond granting 
leave of ubsen to Mabel P. Davis of tho 
High school from March 18, to the close 
of the school year with balance of salary, 
esused a long discussion. 

Tho question of why it was dotio was 
answered, that it would show apprecia- 
tion of faithful service. The teacher is 
out of health aud had been ordered to 
rest by her physician. 

The order was finally referred to the 
High school committee, aud after n brief 
recess for them to meet it, was recom- 
mended and passed. 

Mrs. Davis offered a similar order in 
favor of Elizabeth F. Paddock of tho 
Franklin school, which was referred to 
the district committee. 

Mr. Travis said teachers wore entitled 
to four weeks vacation, and that would 
give tho distiict committee ample time 
to meet ami have such an order passed, 
extuudiug the time as desired. 


Common Council. 

A special meeting of the Council was 
held Tuesday evening. President Roffe 
in the chair. 

Orders from tho Board of Aldermen 
were passed in concurrence, except the 
one appropriating $2000 for improved 
salutary arrangements at the High 
School building. When this order came 
up, Couucilman Weed asked what this 
money was spent for.

Tlio Tax on the Dinner Pail. 

[Boston font.] 

Tho Commercial Bulletin lias presumed 
to oall In question tho accuracy of tho 
Post’s statements regarding tho failure 
to produce tin plate in commercial quan- 
tity in this country, and the increase in 
tho cost of articles madoof this material. 
It says that tho cost of articles of tin 
ware “has not been raised since tho 
tariff went into operation,” and that 
t.horo are tin plato factories “in various 
parts of tho country turning out thou- 
sands of boxes of tin a dny.” 

In the first plnco, ns to theso factories. 
If thero are thousands of boxos of Ameri- 
can tin plate produced every day. where 
is it to ho found? No ono seems to have 
it for sale. There nro terno plates— iron 
coated with load — made in Pittsburgh 
and used for roofing. But this is not 
tin plnte. , , 

Tho fact is, as tho Post stated, that, 
thorn are no factories now making tin 
plato in the United States for commercial 
purposes. 

Then, as to the increase in cost caused 
by tho tariff tax on the material. It is a 
fact of which tho market experts take 
cognizanco that tho price of tin plato has 
advanced about 23 per cent, since tho 
now tariff went into effect. Tho result 
has been the substitution of other mate- 
rial in many cases and an increase of tho 
cost in others. 

At tho recent meeting of the Tin Plato 
Consumers’ Association, tho increase iu 
the cost of two and three pound tin cans 
was stated to bo six cent's a dozen. “If 
packors do not advanco prices,” declared 
ono of tho members engaged in this busi- 
ness at Conueaut, O., “they will bo com- 
pelled to mako up tho difforonco in the 
prices paid to farmers for growiug tho 
vegetables.” 

Whether tin plato can over bo made at 
a commercial profit in this country is, of 
course, a question. But to maintain that 
it is now so made, and that the people 
are not taxed for an experiment which is 
yet futile, is foolish iudeed. 


Money in Politics. 

But there is another reason why this 
and other salaries should not bo raised, 
— tho increasing evil of purchasing nom- 
inations to offlco. Tho recent election of 
councilor throws a light on this mischief, 
which is perfectly well known to those 
who are behind tho sccues. If every 
holder of an office by election in this 
stato wero compelled to disclose tho 
amount of money it cost him to get the 
nomination, the flguros would astonish 
tho voters of the state. Now when a man 
has invested money in this way, he 
naturally aud almost inevitably will try 
to got it back while in ollico if he can; 
and so the money of tho people is used 
to bribe the people— not directly but by 
many kinds of indirection. To increase 
the salarios, aud mako theso places 
worth more per annum, simply increases 
the sordid push for office by persons 
without fitness who will spend money to 
get it. Tho governor’s council is becom- 
ing, like the United Stares Senate, a rich 
man’s club, as Ilals ead said on a me- 
morable occasion, aud has ceased to be 
in any high sense a body representative 
of the people. Its members nro no 
longer political leaders, like F. \V. Bird, 
Thomas Talbot, and othor men who had 
seats there in Gov. Andrew’s time; nor 
are they to such an extent as formerly 
capable men of business, able to deal 
wisely and impartially with tho state’s 
financial interests. In tho vacancy that 
has just, occurred, had the question been 
submitted to the people of our district, 
1 do not suppose the successful candi- 
date on his own merits, or as known to 
tho voters, could have got .’>000 votes out 
of 30,000. Mr. .lefts, on the contrary, 
would have received a plurality, though 
not a majority, and he, in spite of some 
unlucky rumors, was more than any man 
tho choice of tho district. I fancy this 
fact will disclose itself at I ho next elec- 
tion and that the councilor in 1803 will 
ho either Mr. Jofls or a Democrat, — if 
the Democrats have the wisdom to put 
up a good candidate. This having a 
candidate picked out for them by a fow 
rich men in Boston does not please our 
people; it was this, as well as Gov. Hus- 
sell’s popularity, that defeated Alien 
last year; and it was this that combined 
with deeper moral causes to broak down 
tho supremacy of tho whig party in 
Massachusetts, when 1 fiist began to 
vote. — Boston Cor. Springfield Republi- 
can. 


Schoolmaster Walker. 

(Hprlnglitdd Republican.) 

Ex-Gov. Ames gets a sound lecturing 
from Congressman Joseph II. Walker for 
his waywardness on tho tariff questiou. 
It is greatly to bo regretted that there is 
not room iu theso crowded colums this 
morning for the latter’s two-columu open 
letter. Suffice it to say, however, that 
little boy Oliver must feel now as though 
his education uu this subject had been 
badly neglected, aud be mightily im- 
pressed with the learning aud pedagogi- 
cal capacity of his instructor. Mr. 
Walker declares that what the Republi- 
can party promised to do about the tariff 
was just the opposite of what Mr. Ames 
says it promised and just exaotly what it 
has done; aud he proceeds to point out 
wliut great things this new tariff has 
effected iu tho way of protecting Ameri- 
can labor, fostering imfustries, stimulat- 
ing foreign trade, etc. And now that 
ho Worcester congressman has assumed 
the role of party schoolmaster, we would 
advise him that he must dust around 
more lively to keep the little hoys from 
cutting holes in the benches and neglect- 
ing their opportunities. Hero is Shelby 
Cullom of Illinois, for example, who has 
just been making such au exhibition of 
ignorance as Oliver has, by way of pro- 
moting his chances for the presidential 
nomination — aud. in fact, the room is full 
of such unruly follows. The schoolmas- 
ter has his bauds full.

In some of the everyday occurrences of 
life women exhibit much more moral 
conmge than men.

When 
a man retains ids scat while a woman 
endeavors to maintain her balance by 
hanging to a strap in front of him, ho 
generally makes a pretense of not seeing 
her. If he hits a paper with him ho will 
appear to be absorbed in its perusal. If 
ho cannot avail himself of that conven- 
ient screen, he will protend to l>o en- 
gaged in such deep meditation as to l>o 
oblivions to all that is going on around 
Mm. In one way or another he will be- 
tray the fact that his conscience is mak- 
ing a coward of him and that he is try- 
ing to cheat it. 

It is very different with the average 
woman. Who that travels much in tlio 
•'LT cars hasn’t seen her often drop her 
child into a seat that has just been va- 
cated, while women in various stages of 
weariness are standing up all around 
her?

Not a hit of it. She doesn't let her con- 
science make . coward of her. Sho 
looks tho people about her square in tho 
eyes without flinching. She says, or 
rather seems to say. "Well, 1 know that 
you don’t like it; hut wlmt are you go- 
ing to do about it?” 

If this isn’t moral courage what would 
you call it?— New York Herald. 


llourt* of Judges. 

Ex-Judge Reardon says that all law- 
yers have hearts of mercy until they 
becomo judges. In the superior court, 
during the brief term he served, ho al- 
ways refused criminal cases, because 
tho mother of the young man was sure 
to como around and show the gray hairs 
under her aged bonnet. Judge Reardon 
says that on two occasions he saw Judge 
Levy weaken under the effect of an old 
western bonnet trembling with stuffed 
roses. The first time was in a case of 
grand larceny, and the old lady who 
called asked the jmlgo for a pass to tho 
Episcopal home.

Imitating the Mimic of tlio Haiti. 

The melody of rain dancing on tlio 
stones or pelting down in its first drops 
on the dry f 11 of a forest oi* a heath is 
a species of sound which the art of music 
has yet to imitate if it would complete 
its at present very incomplete list of in- 
struments. Tho Mexicans had some 
rattles made of very peculiar clay, with 
pips inside, which were intended to rep- 
resent this sound. Certain tribes of the 
North American Indians have been simi- 
larly fascinated by the loud plush of 
water, to the beauty of which wo have 
alluded before. They have instruments 
constructed accordingly, with a view to 
reproduce this sound. 

Large buffalo hides are filled with 
water and sewed up in the manner of 
wine bags. Drumsticks of cork, or with 
their heads covered by a very fine gum, 
are wielded by the player, and the gen- 
tle and monotonous plash of water is 
produced by the drumstick striking soft- 
ly on the skin. Tho natives will sit and 
listen to these instruments for hours.— 
Good Words. 


Ancient Works of llronze. 

The use and application of metal work 
aud decoration, both as fixtures for ap- 
pliances and useful domestic articles, 
are very ancient. We find records of 
bronzo being extensively used by the 
Greeks and Romans, Greece especially 
bringing the arts of working bronze to 
perfection. Not only are works of co- 
lossal form produced by them in this 
metal, but the ornaments of their tem- 
ples, doors, weapons, armor and tho 
prows of their galleys, were mude of it. 
They had also a process of hardening 
aud tempering bronze, which enabled 
them to make this metal into many im- 
plements requiring u keen edge, such as 
axes, saws aud so on. — Decorator and 
Furnisher.

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SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 

The Legislative committee on drainage 
held a very important hearing Thursday 
on tho question of a general law for 
sewerage assessments, and a large num- 
ber of towns and cities wero strongly 
represented. Mayor Mayberry and the 
chairman of the sewer committee ol 
Waltham, Mayor Keith of Brockton, the 
Selectmen and Senator Smith of Athol 
and official representatives of other towns 
and cities who gave strong arguments, 
for the passage of some broader general 
law, which would allow each town to 
adopt such system as was host fitted to 
its own case. 

Mr. S. L. Powers and Prof. Langford 
appeared by request of citizens of New- 
ton, and each made a forcible plea for 
the change. Mr. Powers made one of 
the most persuasive speeches, and argued 
for a law that would fit any case. He 
quoted the unanimous passsage of an 
order by both branches of the City 
Council of Newton, requesting the legis- 
lative committee of the City Council to 
appear at the hearing iu favor of the 
passage of such a law, and said the 
sentiment of Newton was strongly in 
favor of the proposed chauge, and also 
gave instances of the hardships of the 
present enactments. Mr. Powers re- 
ceived the hearty thanks of a number of 
Newton gentlemen who were present at 
the hearing. 

City Solicitor Sloccm was preseu t, and 
said the legislative committee of the 
City Council of Newton had been in- 
structed to appear, but had not yet been 
able to take actiou, and lie therefore 
asked for a postponement of the bearing, 
As there wero many other cities who 
wished to be heard, a postponement was 
granted for two weeks, when Newton 
wiii be officially represented. 


'knatoii Gilman is entitled to a great 
deal of credit for the t Humph of the free 
pass bill, which has now successfully 
passed both houses, it was a hard tight, 
and all along there was an evident wish 
on the part of some members to kill the 
bill, but they did not dare to come out 
openly against it. As a competent critic 
of legislative doiugs says ‘‘The justice 
01 the criticisms upon the b 11 might be 
admitted, and yet the sincere friends of 
reform knew it was better to pass an im- 
perfect measure, trusting to the future 
f v r correction, than to put an insuperable 
obstacle in tho very first step of progress. 
So that step has been taken, and if tlieie 
are omissions or injustices in the bill 
they can be removed some oilier ■ vear. 
The Boston Transcript throws cold 
water on the bill by asserting tliatit is 
-unconstitutional, and that when it comes 
up for enactment it may be referred to 
the supreme court. 

Officials of the Boston & Albany 
railroad and members of the city council 
made a tour yesterday of the proposed 
route of the elevated road from Fatieuil 
station to the Auburndale bridge. 
Several private conferences between tho 
railroad authoritits and the city fathers 
have been hold of late, and the plan out 
lined in tho Graphic will probably be 
adopted. It provides for solid masonry I 
walls holding a gravel ruad bed about 12 
feet above the present grade iu the ag- 
2 legate. The details of construction 
have been previously given in this paper. 
The next step to be taken is that of fee- 
curing (lie necessary legislative authoii- 
tv, as the plan is a decided departure 
from the ordinary method of abolishing 
grade crossings.

THE DRILL IIALL DEDICATED. 

N. II. S. B. SKMI-ANNUAI. DRILL. AltriL- 
LKRY EVOLUTIONS. TOTS DANCE. 

The now N. II. 8. drill hall completed 
last year was thrown open to relatives 
and friends of the Newton High school 
battalion Monday afternoon, who 
gathered t^> witness the seventh semi- 
annual drill of the battalion, the first iu 
their new hall. 

The exercises commenced at two 
o’clock, but before that hour arrived 
almost every seat available was occupied, 
and about tho entrance was a crowd of 
late comers who patiently stood through- 
out tho exorcises. Especial efforts wero 
made to provide soats for every lady and 
there were hut few who wero not afforded 
opportunity to see tho drill in compara- 
tive comfort. 

The officers of the N. IT. S. calisthenic 
battalion were present in uniform, nnd 
several members of the city government 
and school board were present. 

Park’s orchestra of Waltham furnished 
music duriug the afternoon and ovening. 

Tho “soldier citizens” of Newton ap- 
peared to great advantage in their im- 
proved uniforms. A stock has been 
added to the uuiforms and additional 
trimming has been provided this year as 
follows: Infantry, light blue; artillery, 
scarlet: signal corp, orange; drum corp, 
white. 

In a corner stood the new field piece 
which the city fathers so reluctantly 
aided in purchasing. It arrived from 
tho gun works in New Haven, Conn., 
last week, Thursday, and is a handsome 
brass piece substantially mounted on 
brass tipped gear with ammunition 
boxes. 

The judges for the afternoon were Col, 
Morse of the Boston School Regiment, 
Col. II. A. Waterman of the Second 
Massachusetts School Regiment, Malden, 
and Capt. Sears of the Brookline High 
School Battalion. 

The battalion drill was commanded by 
Maj. R. C. Thomas and passed off veiy 
creditably, although it was hardly up to 
that of last year. Tho drum corp under 
Drum Maj. Holmes made a creditable 
showing for the time they had for prep- 
aration. 

The junior competitive drill for the 
Howard medal was iu command of Capt. 

G. K. Burgess of Co. A. and was partici- 
pated in by first year drillers, thirty-one 
hoys taking the door iu the first round. 
This was out down to eleven iu the 
second, and finally to three in the third 
and last round the boys being roundly 
applauded for an excellent showing. 

Forty-six men eutered for the senior 
competitive drill for the Fiske gold 
medal, under command of Adit. H. F. 
Crafts. The squad was reduced to 
twenty in the second round and to 
seven in the third and last round. Tho 
boys drilled like veterans and each 
seemed earnest iu his endeavor to win 
the medal, and it must have been a task 
for the judges to decide upon the one 
most worthy the prize. 

The sabre drill, oue of the most iu- 
teiesting exhibitions of the afternoon 
was in command of Maj. Thomas of the 
battalion, and some new evolutions were 
introduced which added to its effective- 
ness. This is a drill in which dash and 
firmness contribute much to its effect, 
and several of those engaged appreciated 
this advantage. 

The signal corps and artillery drill 
followed and the latter proved one of the 
most interesting features of tho af'er- 
noon, introducing as it did, the uew field 
piece, with its lieutenant, sergeant, cor- 
poral and seven cannoneers. The artil 
icrists had only i ne practice drill previ- 
ous to the exhibition, but the orders of 
the commanding officer, Lieut. C. II. 
Stone, were executed with commendable 
promptitude aud accuracy. The piece 
was run iuto position, the limber 
detached and wheeled to the rear, the 
ammunition pouch tilled and carried on 
a run to the gun, the charges rammed 
home, the piece sighted and primed, and 
1 the 'any -<id pulled at the command, each 
j man having his special pait to perform. 

* Meanwhile the signal corps under com- 
i maud of Lieut. F T. Esfe were sta- 
i tiooed at opposite ends of the hall en- 
j gaged in their silent but important work.

Unclenned Sidewalks. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

All ot our citizeus are or should be in- 
terested in the improvements and growth 
of Newton; during the summer mouths 
the streets are carefully cared for and 
made attractive to the eye of all who 
pass through them;why the same care and 
attention should not be paid to them in 
the winter season, it is hard to under- 
stand. Wo are informed that the streets 
of Jerusalem were kept clean, because 
each man kept clean that part of the 
street which was in front of his house. 

In the winter our streets are rendered 
impassable to the pedestrian, because the 
suo w which falls upon the sidewalks is 
not removed by each man from the side- 
walk in frout of liis house. The motives 
which actuate such neglect are probably 
first, an imperfect understanding that 
such neglect causes the weak, the infirm 
and the aged, to restrain their move- 
ments and restrict- them from exercise in 
the open and Gracing winrei weather that 
would bo so beneficial to their health. 
Even the strong and vigorous pedestiiau 
is deprived of much comfort and caused 
much inconvenience by being obliged 
either to walk in tho driveway or else 
hobble slowly along our rough, uneven 
aud slippery walks. If it is from a de- 
sire to economize iu expenditures that 
causes such a condition of our sidewalks 
to exist, it would appear that this was 
“voiilya day of small things.” There 
are many other ways iu which economy 
might be practised without imposing 
upon our neighbors. It would seem 
more considerate to use money which 
ordinarily would be expended for pow 
rent and possibly for blanket s to cover 
the benighted African, for the put pose 
of removing obstructions from our side- 
walks, which if allowed to remain are a 
perpetual meuaco to the limb or life of 
unwary passers. Tho prayers of the 
righteous are said to avail much, but tho 
curses of tho wicked evoked by involun- 
tarily falling, are supposed to have some 
weight. The patience of those who iu 
the past have been affected by the exist- 
ing shameful condition of our streets is 
at an eud, aud it is proposed by some 
sufferers, if all other means fail to ac- 
complish tho prompt clearance of the 
sidewalks of snow, to commence suit 
against tho ci»y for permitting the public 
walks to be obstructed to the free use of 
the most feeble pedestrian.

America's Paper Making Capacity. 

The United Status has a capacity for 
producing about 15,250,000 pounds of 
paper annually, not counting the idle 
mills, of which sit present about seventy 
are reported, out of a total of 1,180. Of 
this enormous product some 3,735,000 
pounds are used in printing newspapers 
and books, and 212,800 pounds more go 
to help bind the books printed. It is 
estimated that 498,000 pounds are con- 
sumed by the building trades: 3,170,000 
pounds of wrapping paper are used and 
590,000 pounds of writing papers. An 
important item is the production of 
nearly 1 , 000,000 pounds of press, straw 
and wood pulp “botinls.” The produc- 
tion of “artificial leather,” fortunately 
for the purchasers of shoes, has been de- 
creasing since 1881, when 129,000 pounds 
of this material were produced. Tho 
most rigid economy is practiced in pa- 
per making: hence this high degree of 
mechanical skill and executive ability 
connected with this industry as com- 
pared with the cost of the product. — 
New York Telegram. 


C'liaiigo of Fifty Yours. 

The tardy justice done to women in 
the passing of the women’s property act 
in England and America was the direct 
outgrowth of tho wages system. Tho 
fact that woman had no right in her 
earnings, inherited property, or even in 
her personal belongings, until recent 
years, took away till stimulus to activo 
money making effort. Driven to it by 
tho failure of husband or father to pro- 
vide for her wants, she could not hold 
any possession from the grasp of tho 
selfish, cruel, tyrannical or degraded 
male relative who possessed legal power 
over her. Tho change in these serflike 
conditions has all occurred within tho 
past fifty years, and it is marvelous.—
